He bas three reasons 
for this: First, he claims that the election 
was invalid because advance notice of 
it was not sent by mail to each 
member of the division as is required by Sec.

DON’T WANT THEM IN HIS FOLD. 


Archbishop Vilatte Refuses to Receive 
Seceding Polish Catholics. 

Joseph René Vilatte, Old Catholic Arch- 
bishop of America, refused flat-footed yester- 
day to receive into the communion of the Old 
Catholic Church the members of the Chicago 
Polish Parish of the Holy Cross, which had ex- 
pressed its desire to secede from the Church 
of Rome to enter the fold of the faith of 
which Bishop Vilatte is the spiritual head in 
America. 

The Bishop not only refused to receive 
the members of Holy Cross Church 
into his communion, but he read their repre- 
sentatives a lecture, told them to sell their 
church building and the iand upon which it 
stood, make their peace with their priests, 
and to get back into the Roman communion, 
where they rightly belonged, as fast as they 
could. Bishop Vilatte explains his refusal by 
saying that the Poles of Holy Cross Parish are 
not true converts. 

They have had a row,“ he said yesterday, 
and their desire to enter the Old Catholic 
communion is the resuit of that row ahd not 


the result of conviction on their part that our 


‘faith is the purer. Idon’t want people whose 


conversion is not based on conviction.”’ 


The Polish Church of the Holy Cross is sit- 
uated on Central Park avenue, near Milwau- 
keeavenue. The building is not yet fully 
— e and richt ay it stands the par- 


ao,

Wednesday Bishop Vilatte reached Chicago 
and took part in a service with Bishop Niko- 
las at the Center Arenue Greek Church, with 
which the Old Catholic Church is in com- 
munion. 

Yesterday at the Hotel Grace he met Jacob 
Tamillo and others of the Holy Cross Church, 
and after listening to their story told them to 
get back as fast as they could into the fold in 
which they had been reared. 

Mr. Tamillo was, away yesterday afternoon, 
but his daughter, who knew the circum- 
stances, said that the Holy Cross Church 
movement would fall through, doubtless, and 
that the movers would all once more go 
back into the Roman Catholic Church. Father 
Barzynski of St. Stanislaus Church, who is 
interested in St. Hyacinthe Parish, said yes- 
terday that it would take but a few days to 
bring back all those who had jumped the 
fence of the fold. 

Bishop Vilatte said yesterday the statement 
that the big congregation of Poles in Cleve- 
land, which recently seceded frem Rome and 
embraced the Old Catholic faith, was losing its 
members was untrue. The congregation in 
Freeland which he will receive in the Old Cath- 
olic Church Sunday consists of 300 families. 
Their church building will be consecrated at the 
same time. Time was given them to see if it 
was a matter of conviction withthem. An- 
other great parish in Philadelphia will shortly 
leave Rome for thenew communion. ‘I have 
great sympathy for the zeal of the Episcopal 
church and have hope that one day the 
Anglican, Old Catholic, and Greek churches 
will be in communion,” said Bishop Vilatte.

THREE WAYS TO DIE. 


GOODMAN BARNET USES BULLET AND 
POISON AND PLANS DROWNING.

Despondent Over Sorrow and Business Re- 
verses the Chicago Hide and Wool 
Broker Takes His Life on the Anchor 
Line Dock—Curious Actions Noted by 
an Watchman—Robert Huston of Joliet 
Commits Suicide at the Grand Pacific 
by Taking Carbolic Acid, 


Goodman Barnet, for thirty years a resident 
of Chicago, known on the Board of Trade 
and South Water street. and living at No. 
1510 Wrightwood avenue, sought death three 
ways last night. He found it. Early in the 
evening he provided himself with an ounce of 
cyanide of potassium, ‘a 44-caliber revolver, 
and a box of cartridges. Going to the An- 
chor Line docks at North Water and Clark 
streets, Barnet stationed himself on’ the edge 
or the dock and swallowed half an ounce of 
the poison. Then he leaned out over 
the river, and, placing the revolver 
against his head, pulled the trigger. 
His evident intention was that his poison, 
shot, and drowned budy should be found in 
the river, but in this particular his plans mis- 
carried. He choose too big a gun. When the 
weapon exploded the heavy charge literally 
blew the front of Barnet’s head off, and in- 
stead of falling into the river the recoil caused 
the body to fall back its length upon the 
wharf. Itlay there on the brink when the 
watchman, John Paillet, rushed up. Barnet 
was dead in a few minutes. 

Barnet’s preparations for suicide appear to 
have been as deliberate as they were thot- 
ough. He was first seen on the dock at 4 
o'clock, when he was noticed methodically 
going through a large bundie of letters. 
These he was tearing up and throwing into 
the river. Nothing was found in his pockets 
but two empty envelopes. When he had gone 
through the letters Barnet went awuy for 
half an hour. When he returned the watch- 
man saw him tearmg the wrapper from a 
small bottle. Then Barnet wandered up and 
down the dock until he founda place which 
suited his ideas. There he sat for a while and 
then went to buy a paper, which he read until 
the light failed. The watchman had kept an 
eye on the man as long as he moved around, 
but when he settled down and it grew dark 
Paillet forgot all about the stranger. 


Watchman Hears the Shot. 


It was 6:45 o’clock when the sound of a 
shot brought the watchman and his lantern 
to the spot. Barnet’s body lay with its feet 
hanging over the water, the revolver still in 
its hand. The police were notified and re- 
moved the body to Rolston's morgue, 

When the news of Barnet’s suicide was im- 
parted to his widow she became so hysterical 
the neighbors deemed it best to send for the 
family physician. Huddled about the wife 
and mother were her four daughters, Bertha, 
Sarah, Esther, and Jennie, and her son Alex. 
They range in age from 14 to 22 years. 
Their grief was so great it was impossible vo 
gain any information except from the older 
daughter, Sarah. Mr. Barnet had lived in 
Chicago nearly thirty years, she said. He 
was 56 years of age, and married his 
wife shortly after he arrived in this country 
from Germany. Her maiden name was 
Amelia Ansbacher and her home Syracuse, N. 
. Within a year after their marriage they 
moved to Chicago, where Mr. Barnet, as 
Western agent for his uncle in New. ark, 
bought wool and hides on commission. In 
this business he accurmulated $40,000 and 
was both prosperous and happy until the sud- 
den death by diphtheria of his two sons, Sig- 
mund and Solomon, sixteen years ago. 
Shortly after their death he suddenly lost his 
hearing and had since been subject to great 
despondency and mental depression. 

His Brothers Are Millions ires. 


After losing his hearing his business began 
to decline and a few years ago he commenced 
to speculate on the open board of trade. 
This and occasional clerical work at some of 
the South Water street commission houses 
has been his only business for a few years, 
although he occasionally tried to do a street 
brokerage business in wool and hides. His 
fortune grudually «slipped awdy until 
he had little left. Until he moved 
to No. 1510 Wright wood avenue, 
two months ago, he had lived for ten years at 
No. 67 Hammond street. Previous to that 
he lived for many years at No. 72 Wisconsin 
street. He has three brothers; all weslthy, 
Henry Barnet, special agent at Chicago for 
the Mutual Life Insurance company of New 
York, Joseph Barnet of Boston, and Morris 
Barnet of New York. The last two named 
are tanners and are said to de millionaires. 
Between Goodman Barnet and his brothers 
there was an estrangement which grew out of 
the fact of his being too proud to ask for 
financial assistance. For the last five or six 
years he often has threatened to commit sui- 
cide, but the despondency would wear away 
and little attention was paid of late to the 
threats. 

Mr. left home at the usual 
hour yesterday morning and seemed 
possessed of unusual good cheer. He 
was accustomed to return home regularly at 
8 p. m., and his unusual absence last night 
had caused some alarm before the news of his 
death was received. His family say he carried 
some life insurance, but they do not know 
how much, Heis said also to have been a 
member of one or more secret societies in 
which he carried beneficiary insurance,

R. HUSTON OF JOLIET, KILLS HIMSELF. 


He Takes Carbolic Acid at the Grand Pa- 
cifle Hotel, 


Just exactly why life was not worth living 
to Robert Huston of Joliet is a mystery. It 
evidently was not, for he was found dead/ yes- 
terday in a room in the Grand Huacific 
Hotel with a bottle labeled “ carbolic 
acid by his side. He left no ex- 
planation of his desire for death, and his 
relatives say they can give none except possi- 
ble financial-difficulties. Huston was Grand 
Treasurer of the Iilinois Council of the Amer- 
can Legion of Honor, an old soldier, ex-post- 
master of Braidwood, and ex-Sheriff of Will 
County. He wasin business, and stood well 
socially in Joliet. He left his place of busi- 
ness Wednesday afternoon, telling the livery- 
man with whom he left his rig he was coming to 
Chicago and would return the next morning. 
When he failed to appear his family became 
apprehensive that harm had befallen him, and 
the canal was being dragged when word came 
from Chicago of his suicide. A brother came 
to Chicago in the evening, viewed the remains, 
and returned to Joliet. 

It was 6 o’clock Wednesday night when 
Huston registered at the Grand Pacific. He 
told the clerk he wished only. to stay over 
night and take breakfast the next morning. 
He said he thought he would visit some the- 
ater that night. At 11 o’clock he returned 
and was shown to his room. His non-appear- 
ance in the morning aroused no suspicion, 
but in the afternoon, when a chambermaid 
reported the door to his room was still locked. 
a porter was sent to investigate and gained 
access to the room by means of a transom. 


He Writes Four Letters. 


Huston evidently had spent a considerable 
portion of the night in writing, as four bulky 
letters were found upona dresser. These were 
all sealed and were not opened by the Coronor, 
They probabiy will be opened and their con- 
tents made’ public at the inquest, which will 
take place today. Three of the letters are ad. 
dressed to T. J. Huston, Lemont, III., and the 
fourth to Emma A. Huston, his wife, The 


stationery was all the hotel property. 
| One of the letters found among the papers

in Huston’s coat pockets was from A. D. 
Cadwaliader, the Secretary of the Illinois 
Council, American Legion of Honor, 
as follows: 

I inclose herewith order No. 147; please send 
me draft for the amount; it is to pay for some 
supplies to the Supreme Council and a new Grand 
Council roll book, etc. 

The othér papers found related to lodge 
matters or private business. Not a word in- 
dicating that their owner contemplated taking 


his life had been left by him, orn in the 


sealed letters. 

The body when found was clothed and it 
was evident the man had not retired since he 
entered his room, as the bed was smooth and 
undisturbed. 

The hotel clerks say there was nothing in 
Huston’s actions Wednesday night that would 
indicate despondency over any cause. De- 
spite the fact that the man had taken a _ suffi. 
cient quality of the poison to kill him, his lips 
were not burnedin the least, as in the case 
with the majority of persons who end their 
existence by the use of carbolic acid. 


Newman Sure His Accounts Are O. K. 


Thomas G. Newman, No. 147 South West- 
ern avenue, is the Grand Commander for the 
State of the Grand Council of the American 
Legion of Honor, which is purely à benevo- 
lent association. Mr. Newman said last night 
he knew of no reason why Huston should 
have taken his life. He continued: Mr. 
Huston has been Grand Treasurer for twelve 
years, having been unanimously reélected 
at the biennial meeting in this city in Sep- 
tember. lam positive his accounts are all 
right so far as the order is concerned. He 
was prominent in Republican politics and 
was fora time Sheriff cf Will County. I 
know he was Secretary and Treasurer of the 
Joliet Bale Tie company, but beyond that 1 
know nothing of his business or family af- 
tairs. 

Mr. Newman has been Grand Commander 
of the order for nine years and knew Mr. 
Huston well in the order work, and his rela- 
tions with him were such as to know just how 
the finances of the Grand Council stand. Mr. 
Huston handled but little money of the order. 
For the two years ending last September he 
handled but $2,394, of which he paid out 
51.447 for the expenses of the Grand Coun- 
cil. His last report, made in September, 
showed he had the proper ba'ance on hand. 
The order has thirty-four councils and 1,000 
mem bers in the State. 

The news of Huston’s death created a sen- 
sation in Joliet, as it is the second suicide 
of a prominent citizen within a month, the 
first being that of Clerk Mueller of the peni- 
tentiaty. Huston was a soldier during the 
war in the Fifty-eighth Illinois Regiment and 
lostaleg. After the war he located in Braid- 
wood and was Postmaster several years. In 
1886 he was elected Sheriff of Will County, 
serving during exciting stone quarry strikes at 
Lemont and coal mine strikes in Braidwood. 


During the last few years he has been at the 


head’ of the firm of Huston & Huston, manu- 
facturers of bale ties, etc. Mr. Huston was 
wonderfully popular with his party and asso- 
ciates, and so far as known his home life was 
pleasant, He leaves a widow and four chil- 
dren, with an insurance policy of $10,000 to 
care for them. He was a prominent member 
of the G. A, R., the Union club, and Masonic 
societies, and probably was as well known 
and respected as any man in Northern IIli- 
nois.

THEY OARRY OFF THE SAFE FROM

LINOOLN MEMORIALS AT AUOTION. 


Collection on Exhibition at the World’s 
Fair Eageriy Bid For.

Searchers after bona fide souvenirs of Abra- 
ham Lincoln attended a sale at Birch’s auc- 


tion rooms this evening and paid good prices 


for the relics offered for sale. The articies 
comprised the whole Lincoln memorial col- 
lection which was on exhibition at the World’s 
Fair, and consisted of law books and furni- 
ture from Lincoln’s law office and furniture 
from his old home at Springfieki, III. The 
sale realized $2,566. Lincoln’s law 
books especially were at a premium, 
Among the autograph documents a high- 
priced group was one of three pieces 
which sold for $210 and was secured by Louis 
C. Vanuxem. The firat was an autograph 
letter written by Lincoln Oct. 3, 1853, to M. 
Brayman, then President of the Illinois Cen- 
tral railroad, offering his services as attorney 
for the company in a suit brought against it 
by the County of McLean. The second was 
Lincoln’s autograph copy of his bill for 
legal services in the suit which was won in 
December, 1855. The bill was for $5,000. 
The third was the check for $250 given him 
asareiainer. If successful Mr. Lincoln was 
to be paid a fee of $1,000. After carrying 
the suit through the Supreme Court and gain- 
ing it he presented a bill for the unpaid bal- 
ance of his fee. It happened that President

FOR DEEPENING SUPERIOR HARBORS, 
Commission Says It Will Cost More than 

Three Millions to Obtain Twenty Feet. 

Wasuinotox, D. C., Dec. 6.—Secretary La- 
mont has sent to the House a report of 
a commission of three engineers appointed 
to examine the harbors of Superior and 
Duluth and the entrances thereto, with 
a view of ascertaining the actual cost 
of deepening them and their entrances to 
a uniform depth of 20 feet. The commission 
presents estimates amounting to $3,130,553 
for executing the work mentioned, and says 

estimates can undoubtedly be greatiy 
lessened if the appropriation for the 20-foot 
project be a continuous one so contracts for 
the whole work can be made at once. 

Maj. McKensie reports Quincy Bay, III., 
worthy of further improvement. There has 
aiready been expended on the improvement 
of the bay the sum of $82,500, and the last 
river and harbor act allots $15,000 for 
dredging the channel of the bay. The neces-

TREASURY GOLD ON THE DECREASE. 


Officials Are Apprehensive of Increased 
Exports from This Time On, 

Wasntnetron, D. C., Dec. 6.—The cash 
balance in the Treasury today was $154,727,- 
085, of which $109.560,123 was net gold. 
This is a loss in gold since yesterday's report 
of $1,581,897. The Treasury officials offer 
no explanation of this decrease, but the in- 
formation comes from New York that during 
the last three days the Subtreasury has several 
times been obliged to meet demands for gold 
in exchange for legal tenders, but so far as 
known here, none of the gold withdrawn has 
yet been exported. The present high rate of 
sterling exchange (488) makes it probable, 
however, that before the close of the present 
week considerable amounts will be withdrawn 
far export to France, where the demand just 
now is greater than in England. The Trea- 
sury officials decline to discuss the probabil- 
ity of extensive withdrawals, but it is believed 
* feel apprehensive of still further losses. 

New Tonk, Dec. 6.—[Special.}—An at- 
tempt 1s being made to create bear capital out 
of the withdrawals of gold from the Treasury 
by the banks. The facts in the case do not 
warrant this and are very simple. Nota few 
of the subscribers to the bond issue obtained 
the gold for their subscriptions as aloan from 
banks which themselves were not represented 
in the syndicate. The understanding was these 
loans were to be repaid in gold within a com- 
paratively short time. Some of the banks 
which gave up gold were left with practically 
none, and it was quite understood they were 
to be recouped later. The whole amount of 
these loans was not large, and the amount 
which is likely to be withdrawn from the 
Treasury is not large enough to worry the 
department in the least. 


GENERAL NEWS OF THE CAPITAL. 


Uniform Postage Rates to All Parts of the 
Globe=Other Matters. | 

Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 6.—Provision for 
uniform rates of postage for United States mails 
sent to every portion of the globe, with a few'excep- 
tions, is made in an order issued by Postmastér- 
General Bissell. The rates are five cents for each 
half ounce of mail, except for Canada and Mexico, 
whose domestic rates of two cents an ounce are 
applicabie, or to the postal agency at Shanghai. 
The work of opening and arranging the bids for 
contracts for service in star and steamboat mail 
routes in Ohio, Lilinois, Michigan, Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, lowa, and Missouri was commenced 
at the Postoffice Department today. Seventy- 
five employés are engaged on the task, which will 
occupy two or three weeks. The number of bids 
submitted is limited to 100,000, covering over 
47,000 miles of route and involving contract 
sums aggregating $1,000,000. 

English Market for Horses, 

The Secretary of Agriculture has received from 
Consul Lathrop at Bristol, Eng., a statement 
showing the cost of car horses bought in Wales 
and the middie of England varies from #170 to 
$220, and of draft horses $270 to $325. The 
statement is brought out by the discussion in 
Secretary Morton's report of the growing de- 
mand for American horses in England, 2,811 
being exported during the first nine months of 
this year. The horses are worked six days in 
each week, the average daily distance traveled 
by each being over 12 miles and the duration of 
work three and a half hours daily. 

Cruiser Minneapolis Is Accepted. 

The Navy Department today preliminarily ac- 
cepted the cruiser Minneapolis and authorized 
the payment of $414,600 to Mr. Cramp, the buiid- 
er, being the amount of the premium.

A eyinposium, ‘“* My Experience asa Voter,“ 
with members of the Central Women’s Chris- 
tian Temperance Union as enthusiastic par- 
ticipants, was given yesterday morning in 
Willard Hall. Thereby hang some interest- 
ing tales of registration and election days. 

Mrs. M. E. Klein was the first to have her 
political say.“ Despite the fact,“ she 
began emphatically, ‘* that cynics prophesied 
woman would become contaminated at the 
polls, let it besaid that I never was treated 
with greater respect than on election day. As 
I stood in the polling booth one thing struck 
me—that the man who invented the Australian 
system was a real reformer. I never felt 
more solemn ata funeral, and offered up a 
sincere prayer that my ballot would g 
aright.” 

Said Mrs. Margaret Howell: “It did not 
oceur to me when I became a voter that I 
should become a speech-maker. I will say, 
however, that after standing in line for half 
an hour and contracting a severe headache I 
manage to register. Election day I voted 
without the headache, and’ voted for Dr. 
Julia Holmes Smith.” 

Mrs. Caroline F. Grow had this to say: 
Ihe greatest objection was to clouds of to- 
bacco smoke. It must be confessed I found 
myself lamentably ignorant as to the details 
of voting. Six men overwhelmed me with 
questions until I was as embarrassed as a 
school-girl. When home at night I thought 
that to be competent as voters women must 
study. I was really ashamed to find I had 
undertaken something in which I was not 
fully coached.’’ 

An amusing experience was related by Mrs. 
Charles G. Davis, who began after this fashion: 
“I know of one family divided in politics 
that lived in peace election day, My husband 
voted the Rerublican ticket and I voted 
straight Prohibition. Two years ago I tried 
to register with my grocery man as judge. 
When my name was presented he arked if I 
was naturalized. My answer was that I was 
born in the same State and county as my hus- 
band. You cannot register here until you 
get naturalized,’ said the grocer. ‘ All right,’ 
was my answer, ‘I will get my groceries some- 
where else.’ Passing out of the store I picked 
up the printed regulations for voters. Leave 
that here,’ called out the judge, ‘ that is ail I 
have to show the voters.’ ‘And it is all I 
have to show that I tried to register,’ I re- 
joined as triumphantly the regulations were 
carried away. This year when I voted the 
same grocer was judge, but he did not ask 
me . I — 1 5 N 

Not only did | register in perfect peace 
and harmony with my husband,” said Mrs. 
Marion Baxter, but, like Samantha, I went 
to vote as if I could neither read nor write. 
And I voted the Prohibition ticket.“ 

Mrs. S. M. I. Henry’s experience was as 
follows: In the polling place where my 
vote was cast several men were smoking as 1 
entered. The cigars were removed, hats were 
doffed, and two men stood until I left.“ 

Each woman seemed to think her first vote 
marked an epoch in her life. And so it did.

I cannot be tempted into an exposure of 
Archbishop Corrigan’s second letter to me 
through the alleged utterances of his Grace and 
his secretary. 

Persecuted for Ten Years, 


Archbishop Corrigan has placed himself in a 
ition of persistent persecution of me for the 
ast ten years. Why his Grace should have been 
so misguided I cannot fathom. I am nothing to 
the Archbishop of New York and he knows he 
owes me much. Before coming to this diocese [ 
was kind to him in the extreme when he was 
suppliant and a stranger in New York, as he 
knows. As coadjutor Archbishop, with rightiof 
succession, he was unknown and humbie in New 
York. He came to my house almost evéry week, 
he rode with me in my carriages and sleighs be. 
fore my devotion to humanity forced me to rid 
myself of these vanities. 

i was not in all particulars like the young man 
in the gospel—I could not say that I had kept in 
perfection the commandments from my youth 
without spot and blemish; but I can say, how- 
ever, that I have been most faithful and sacri-

Will Not Reveal a Confidant. 

“I must take exception to a few expressions. I 
never take for granted any supposition without 
first obtaining proof. As a priest and gentleman 
lam not bound. in my opinion, to indicate to 
any one who the person or persons are who may 
give me a confidence. I would not be a true priest 
or a man did 1 indicate to you or others the per- 
son or persons who gave me confidences without 
their permission. 

“The grievances alleged against me are not 
founded on truth and fact.. You know, and God 
knows, I have been the wronged person. I have 
never entered into any conspiracy against you or 
any other man. I have always fought in the open 
and I always hope so to do. . 

»Lour Excellency cannot be aphosans of the 
fact that priests at the cathedral have by their 
own letters given evidence of evil methods. You, 
it is said, are not responsible for their acts, but 
if they have abused your confidence and imposed 
on you good nature why do they defiantly hold 
on? Lou cannot blame me if 1 have reason to 
complain. , 

1 wish to be frank, and I inform you that I 
have letters of yours in my possession sent me by 
the New Work Pr-ss requesting that it should say 
certain one about me. Your letters are not 
typewritten but in your own handwriting. 

* re the troublesome times that have 
assed I have been obliged to be ou the de- 
ensive. Ido not think it is fatherly to deal 

with priests or laymen as I have been dealt with 
by others. I greatly regret the trouble that has 
been inaugurated anew in New York. Ihe pa- 
cific efforts of the apostolic delegate are, for the 
present, apparently nallified. I trust that hon- 
orable peace will soon reigu with ali of us. 
Yours truly, Tuomas J. Ducery.” 

Last Sunday morning, Dec. 3, I sent this brief 
note to his Exceilency : 

“Sr. Leo’s Rectory, 18 East TWENTY-NINTH 
StreeT, New York. Dec. 1, 1894.—The Most 
Rev. M. A. Corrigan, D. D.. Archbishop of New

Excellency has read my letter of the 27th.

You 
have given me no reason why I should not attend 
the sessions of the Lexow committee on 
Monday, and I say to you in my letter 
of the 27th I have always ‘fought in the open 
and always hope to do go. therefore I think it 

rudent, respectful, and wise «hat I should in- 
orm you that I am going to the Lexow investi- 

gation Monday. Yours, etc., 
“Too ras J. Duce.” 

Father Ducey said that he had nothing fur- 

ther to say at present on the subject. 


Will Und the Controversy. 


It is generally thought in priestly circles 
that Archbishop Corrigan’s reported deter. 
mination not to press his quarrei with Father 
Ducey to the snapping point marks the con- 
clusion of the strife for the present, so far as 
his Grace is concerned. 

Father Ducey will continue to attend the 
Lexow investigations. But it will be, as he 
said, not for the mere joy and 
satisfaction of appearing to have won a 
case, or because of any wish to be 
a source of embarrassment to any dignitary; 
not because of any political feeling that ha 
prompted him in his previous action; not be- 
cause of any hate, but because he hoped that 
the presence of a member of the Catholic 
clergy might conduce to the accomplishment 
of the desired reforms,” 

“What decision do you think the Arch- 
diocesan Council will come to with regard to 
your case?’ asked a reporter of Father 
Ducey tonight. 

“I cannot say,” was his answer. But you 
know, no doubt, that the functions of the 
council are on'y of an advisory nature. It 
cannot judge my case, although it may if it 
thinks fit, suggest my trial by an ecelesiastic- 
alcourt. This court would meet at Madison 
avenue and be presided over by his Grace 
Archbishop Corrigan. 

“Should I ever de placed in a position b 
the action of any ecclesiastical court whic 
would make an appeal to the Apostolic Dele.

ST. JOHN’S PLAN FOR CURRENCY REFORM 


Coin Certificates for Déposits of Metal and 
Loans on Bonds Pending Bimetallism. 
New Tonk, Dec. 6.—At the Chamber of 

Commerce today William P. St. Joha, Presi- 

dent of the Mercantile National Bank, said it 

was officially proposed that Congress provide 
profit to banks on bank notes by a scheme 
surrendering a profit of $10,300,000 a year 
to the people at large in United States notes, 

He characterized the scheme as preposterous 

and submitted the following plan of relief: 

1. Congress to remove from our standard sil- 
ver dollar 412.5 grains, nine-tenths fine, the sin- 
gle restriction of its legal tender function and 

rovide unlimited coinage of silver into this dol- 

ar in the terms prescribed for gold. 

2. Issue to depositors of gold and silver at 
the mint, if they prefer, instead of the coin to 
which they are entitied, coin certificates redeem- 
able on demand. ire these coin certificates 
to redeemed in gold or silver coin at the con- 
venience of the United States. Authorize the 
Secretary of the Treasury in his discretion to re- 
deem them on request in standard bars of gold 
or silver. 

8. Authorize depositors of gold coin and sil- 
ver coin te receive the pro coin certificates 
therefor and forbid all further issuing of gold 
certificates, silver certificates, and Treasury 
notes of 1890. 

4. Until bimetallism is a real achievement 
under this act, require that all the gold and sil- 
ver for which coin certificates are issued be re- 
served in coin and standard bars for their re- 
demption, except as next suggested. 

5. Authorize the retary, in his discretion 
and under regulations prescribed by him, to di- 
rect the Treasurer of the United States to receive 
interest-bearing bonds of the United States duly 
hypothecated to the Treasurer and issue thereon 
safe amounts of the proposed coin certificates as 
loans; the rate of interest on these loans to be 
the rate of interest on the h thecated bonds. 
Limit this emergency issue ot coin certificates 
by the requirement that the aggregate sum of 
coin and standard bars reserved for their ro- 
demption shall not be leas at any time than 60 
per cent of the aggregate sum of all coin certifi- 
cates outstanding. 

It is yo that this final provision would 
be availed of in a real emergency only for 
the reason: (1) That owners of bonds would not 
accept long-time loans at a cost of all the -inter- 
est in their investment, and (2) Borrowers of 
4 per cent and 5 per cent United States bonds, 
hired to hypothecate for such loans, would ap- 

ar when only a real emergency made high rates 
or money in the ——ç market.

The proposition and remarks were received 
without odjection and filed without action. 
The Chamber adopted resolutions adverse to 
any further tariff legislation at present, on 
the ground that conditions should be allowed 
to become settled. 


SUGAR ATTRACTS WALL STREET CROWD. 


The Only Stock Which Keeps Traders Busy 
—Havemever Sell« Coal. 

New: Tonk, Dec. 6.—[Special.]—On the 
floor of the Stock Exchange this morning it 
was Sugar! Sugar! Sugar! nothing but Sugar. 
In the first half hour of business only a dozen 
or fiftean of the usually active stocks out of 
forty or fifty had been dealt in at all. Such 
pushing, pulling, shoving, crowding, interfer- 
ing, and every other form of violence except 
slugging as went on in that Sugar crowd this 
morning would have gladdened the soul of 
the great Hinkey. When business began there 
was a deep growl, something bet ween the roar 
ofa bull and the growl of a bear, with the 
occasional bleat of a lamb, that made fugue 
mch as is only produced from the throats of 
men who are fighting for money. This lasted 
for five minutes and then the crowd settled 
down to business. Then came a further 
break, which carried the price back to the low 
level of the previous day. It was reported 
the American Sugar Refinmg company, usu- 
ally a large buyer of coal at this season, was 
a heavy seiler, The interpretation was that 
Havemeyer, having accumulated twelve 
months’ supply, determined to sell out in order 
to prove the condition of the American sugar 
trade was worse than all previous calcula- 
tions, and another excuse would be offered 
for the ousting of all the employés in New 
York, Brooklyn, and Philadelphia. Traders 
made up tneir minds a particularly deep gume 
was being played and continued to sell Sugar 
up to the close of the day.

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‘BENEFIT OF A PULL. 


SHOWN BY THE REQORDS OF OHI. 
OAGO’S POLICE OOUR'TS. | 


Fines Are Often Suspended and Notorious 
Criminals Set at Liberty—When the 
Police Jastice Refuses Recourse Is Had 
te the City Prosecutors and Then to 
the City Attorney=The City Treasury 
Suffers in the Loss of Fines and Coste 
Some Inatances Given. 


Complaints have frequently been made, 
both by the police and private citizens, that 
offendersegainst the laws who are possessed 
of a political pull seldom suffer the penalty 
when tried in the Chicago police courts. In 
the first piace the political pull is brought to 
bear upon the Police Justice. In case he re- 
fuses tosuspend the sentence, as he some- 
times does, the pullis tried upon the City 
Prosecutor. If it fails there an appeal for 
suspension is made to the City Attorney. In 
this way it often happens that notorious 
criminals escape justice. 

During the first eight months of the present 
year over 300 executions were staied at the 
East Chicago Avenue Police Court alone, The 
fines in these cases amounted to $5,845. 
Some of the suspensions, it is true, were in 
cases where it was the prisoner’s first offense 
and there may have been other mitigating cir- 
cumstances, At the same time many of the 
prisoners thus liberated were old and notori- 
ous criminals. ‘ 

From June 1 to Nov. 30 there were about 
fifty executions staid by the City Prosecutor 
and City Attorney, in which the fines amount- 
ed to $1,070. These cases were all from the 
East Chicago Avenue Police Court. 


Mayor Has Not Answered, 

As an example of what is sometimes.done 
Attorney Charles E. Anthony of the Prosecu- 
tion committee of the Marquette club recent- 
ly wrote a letter to Mayor Hopkins asking 
how it had come to pass that City Prosecutor 
Asay should have suspended the fine imposed 
upon Jack Harrington, a member 6i Senator 
O’Malley’s notorious gang of election day 
thuge. Mr. Anthony said last night that the 
Mayor had not yet answered his letter. 

When asked what legal authority the City 
Prosecutor and City Attorney had to stay ex- 
ecutions he replied: Mr. Asay or Mr. 
Trude, either as City Prosecutor or City At- 
torney, have no right either under the incor- 
poration actor by ordinancesto remit any 
fine or release any judgment after the judg- 
ment has been rendered. [he action i- of a 
quasi criminal nature in which the public is 
interested and it cannot be treated asa sim- 
ple suit in assum psit or a civil case. 

Mr. Anthony said that Justice Kersten’s 
court was one of the best police courts in the 
city. The remitting of fines was practiced to 
afar greater extent at the Harrison Street 
and the Desplaines Street Courts. 

Theives Are Set Free, 

Among the executions staid by the City 
Prosecutor and City Attorney were some for 
notorjous characters. Mike McFadden has 
been the East Chicago Avenue Station 
dozens of times, so the officers say. They 
also say John McGovern is a notorious crodk, 


and swindler, that Richard Howard is a thief 
who has often been arrested, and that Hattie 
Davis and Anna Lee are both oid offerdera. 
In remitting fines,“ said. City Attorney 
Trude last night, I have only acted as a 
humanitarian and with the police and socie- 
ties who take an interest in such affairs. 
Sometimes a poor feilow is unfortunate in 
his asssociations, gets into trouble and is 
fined. Theends of justice have been served 
when he has been taught a lesson, and in such 
cases there is no harm in suspending the fine.’’

A Sovrnegs paper says that this year South 
Carolina has doubled its cern crop. Missis- 
sippi reports a gain of 10 million bushels, 
Arkansas of 6 millions, and Texas one of 8 
millions, and that “the discovery of this gold 
mine ought to attract more attention.” Tun 
Tuner previously has called attention to 
the fact that the Southern States have raised 
about 50 million bushels of corn more this 
year than they did in 1893, and that it would 
be well if the people of that section would pay 
more attention to corn and hogs instead of 
devoting most of their agricultural energies 
to the raising of cotton. But the truth is the 
difference of some 10 per cent in yield of 
corn, though all the more remarkable as it 
contrasts with a smaller crop of that article 
in the Northern States, may be more a matter 
of meteorological conditions than of increased 
area. The weather in the Northern States 
was not favorable to the corn crop. while 
fyrther south there was enough moisture in 


the early part of the season and not too much 


of it later. 


CULLOM AND THE POOL-LEGALIZING 
BILL. 

Some days ago Tus Tammo made men- 
tion of the fact that there was a rumor current 
in railroad circles that the influence of the 
roads in the Legislature was to be thrown for 
Cullom, the understanding being that he 
would put no obstacles in the way of the 
passage of the bill now before the House le- 
galizing the pooling of the gross or net earn- 
ings of the roads, any arrangements made by 
them to be subject to the supervision of the 
Inter-State Commission. 

This paper said also that in view of the 
prevalence of this rumor and the importance 
of the subject he ought to rise and explain, 
either affirming or denymg, and that if he did 
not doso his organs, large and small, should 


be the first to call on him fora statement of 


his position regarding a matterin which the 
people who suffered under lawless railroad 
oppression for a quarter of a century were se 
much interested. 

The Senator himself has said nothing. But 
there appgars in the Washington correspond- 
ence of his Chicago organ, which is expect- 
ing the Postmastership or the Collectorship 
at his handsin case heis reélected and has 
the cortrol of Illinois Federal patronage in 
1897, something which may be taken in the 
nature of a plea of confession and avoidance 
made on behalf of the Senator.

It is alleged also that dishoaest 
shippers get lower rates by means of such 
frauds on the roads as false billing and false 
weighing to the great prejudice of the small 
and honest shippers. 

There are provisions in the lawto punish 
these frauds, but it is claimed that they are in- 
operative and that as a consequence the roads 
in their eagerness for business are violating 
the law continually, knowing that they cannot 
be punished. It cannot be denied that the 
courts have managed by a variety of decisions 
todeprive the penal clauses of the law of 
their efficiency, and that large shippers get 
rebates illegally. 

It is claimed by these railroad friends of the 
“small shippers". whom they admit they 
have been discriminating against illegally for 
years that the legalizing of pooling would 
make the railroad managers honest because 
it would remove the temptation to offer re- 
bates in order to secure the business of the 
large shippers, for all the earnings of the 
roads would go into a common pot and noth- 
ing would be gained by} the road which did 
business for a man at reduced rates. 

If the peculiar meth of railroad man- 
agers were not too well Known it might be 
possible to assume thaß i they were given 
permission to make pooling arrangements 
which were legalized the? would deal with all 
shippers alike and charge each of them all the“ 
traffic would bear. If they were to do that 
the result would be that the large shippers 
would pay a great deal more than now and the 
small shipper considerably more. The total 
sum paid by the country for transportation 
would be increased enormously thereby. 

But the leopard cannot change his spots nor 
the Ethiopiaa his skin. railroads cannot 
be made honest by an act of Congress. 
While they will raise their rates if allowed to 
pool, special arrangements will continue to 
be made with the large shippers. It is said 
the bill has penal clauses which will be ef- 
fective. The railroads and the courts will 
nullify them, vs they have nullified those of 
the present law. The small shipper will pay 
much more than now and the large shipper 
only a little more. The latter may be relied 
on to find ways to corrupt the virtue of the 
roads, even though that frail virtue is fortified 
by an act of Congress. 

This is the plea which is made by Cullom’s 
Chicago organ in his behalf. It appears that 
the philanthropic Senator is using the wrongs 
of the small shipper as his pretext for 
breaking the only chain which keeps the 
railroad wild beasts from falling on and rend- 
ing the people. Does this meet with the ap- 
proval of the producers and consumers of 
Iilinois?

RECOMMENDS RAILROAD POOLING. 

The eighth annual report of the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission says that 
the railroad freight service, especially as to 
the tariff over connecting roads, is conducted 
with so much uncertainty, lack of system and 
regularity that it justifies charges of gross 
carelessness and disregard of the rights of 
the shipping public. Yet it favors the placing 
of more powerin the hancsof the railroad 
managers by giving them permission to 
pool. The report says: 

We submit for the consideration of Congress 


that pooling without other remedial legislation 


is unavoidable, Pooling, under conditions to be 
approved by the commission and rendered capa- 
ble of easy and direct regulation with accom- 
panying effective remedial legislation, we believe 
might safely be tried. 

That is, the commission thinks it would be 


safe to try an experiment which would be 
tantamount to leaving out Hamlet from not 
only the act, but from the whole play. Its 
members affect to believe that the officials 
who in spite of law oppress and vex the busi- 
ness public, ought to be trusted with a power 
practically unlimited, for that is what ap- 
proval by the commission would mean, un- 
less the material of the commission in the 
future were radically different from that of 
the present one. What the commission 
means by the phrase capable of easy and 
direct regulation is hard to understand, un- 
less one supposes such easy and direct regula- 
tion is intended to be by the railroad man- 
agers who have shown themseives utterly 
oblivious to the rights of the public for many 
years past. No one who has. watched the 
course of affairs and seen how heavily per- 
sons, sections, and interests have been dis- 
criminated against during the last eight years 
in open defiance of the law the chief object 
of which was to prevent such discrimination 
can have any reasonable doubt as to the way 
in which the business would be regulated 
if the railroads were allowed to pool “under 
conditions to be approved by the commis- 
sion.“ Thmgs under such conditions 
would be as much worse than they were pre- 
vious to the passage of the law as those of 
that time were worse than the status of the 
public before 1886. The people simply 
would be at the mercy of the railroads, and 
their tender mercies would be cruel. 

The railroad lobby must have put in some 
effective work with the members of the com- 
mission to induce the latter to recommend 
the abolition of the only feature in the law 
which has been of real value in protecting the 
public from the iniquities of reilroad man- 
agement. It must have employed cogant ar- 
guments to elicit the expression of an opin- 


| jon favoring the consolidation of railroad in- 


terests inte a gigantic trust, one by the side 
of which the Standard Oil and cugar com- 
bines would pale into insignificance. Surely 
the Commissioners have proved their unfit- 
ness longer to hold office, proved it by the 
fact of their ready subserviency to the power 
they were expected to hold in. check, proved 
it by their- recommendation the following 
of which would make the law against other 
trusts a dead letter, and encourage to still 
other combinations against the public good. 
The Commissioners hint at it as their be- 
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to be true, why do not they recommend some 
remediable measures? And why not hint at 
the one the adoption of which would be the 


most effective possible in abolishing the ter- 
rible inequalities 
with different 


now prevail in dealing 
of the great public? 
The one thing needful to bring the railroads 


into line would be to make their treasuries 
directly responsible instead of underling of- 


ficials, and make responsibility to he 
in the case of any and every person who could 
prove that he had been grossly discriminated 
against by being forced to pay much more 
than was charged by the same road for an 
equal amount of service rendered to another 
at practically the zäme time. If this were 
done the roads selves would be the best 
regulators of rates; recognizing it to be a mat- 
ter of vital importance to them that the orig- 
inal intent of the law be carried out: to wit— 
that the common carrier shall serve on the 
same terms all persons desiring the same 
kind and amount of service. Petty officials 
then would not dare to break the law, as they 
would know it was at the peril of losing their 
situations, whereas now the understanding is 
rather in the other direction. Most decidedly 
if the permission were given to pool it ought 
to be accompanied by an abolition of the com- 
mission and with the distinct understanding 
that the body had signed its own death war- 


rant in advising a surrender of about all that 


is of value in the law under which the com- 
mission is supposed to act.

In 
spite of these singmg auxiliaries the son of 
Lincoln would be 2 in sixteen South- 
ern States. 

And even it should happen that a few 
colored votes were gained accidentally in the 
South, would not that be offset in Chicago by 
the loss of the votes of those who recollect the 
very cold, apathetic, and indifferent support 
the World’s Fair, in which every Chicagoan 
took so much interest and pride, received 
from the then American Minister to England? 

Aside from ali this, however, sentimentality 
has far less to do with the selection of Presi- 
dential candidates than the Pennsylvania 
paper seems to think. Ability and availabil- 
ity are what is desired and they do not consist 
in being the son of one’s father. Every tub 
must stand on its own bottom and a paternal 
one will not suffice. There are honorable 
positions, generally appointive ones, where 
there is little work to be done and that little is 
done by others, which may be bestowed out of 
sentiment, the capacity of the man to whom 
they are given being a mütter of secondary 
consideration. With the Presidency it is dif- 
ferent. An illustrious ancestral name alone 
will not suffice, 


Untrep States Coysux, Merrrrr, at Bre- 
men, reports to the department at Washington 
that Germany proposes an enormous increase 
in the duty on imports of cotton seed oil and 
oil nuts and seeds, The use of cotton seed oil 
for food purposes in Gerniany increased four- 
fold between 1885 and 1893. By means of 
simple refining processes the cotton seed oil 
can be turned into sweet oil, which is used to 
a great extent in the manufacture of artificial 
butter and for the preservation of fish. The 
Consul understands it 1s also the intention to 
strike at oleomargarine. If his idea be cor- 
rect the farmers of the West will suffer from 
the diminished demand for their live stock 
and products, but whether or not the cotton 
growers of the South will find that the re- 
cently passed tariff bili is not altogether a 
one-sided blow at Northern interests in their 
favor. It is well knowa that the demand for 
legislation in the direction of free trade came 
from the South and that much of its support 
by Northern Dersocrats wasin deference to 
the Southern sentiment. The new measure 
was to benefit the one section, with little if 
any expectation that it would help the other. 
If Germany raises the duty on cotton seed oil 
from $1 to $2.50, as expected by Consul 
Merritt, the Southerners may perceive that 
they have to bear a share of the loss to Amer- 
ican industries which they foolishly imag- 
ined would fall on the North alone. 


A pispatcu to an evening paper says that 
the President has notified the Democrats in 
Congress that if they do not proceed to pass 
laws to carry out the recommendations con- 
tained in his message he will call a special 
session of the next Congress on the 5th of 
March and let a Republican House fresh from 
the people proceed to legislate for the country. 
It is not likely that this threat will have any 
effect on the Democrats. They fave no or- 
ganization and no policy, They are a collec- 
tion of discordant elements which can be held 
together only by the hope of the offices, and 
they have no hope of holding on to them. 
But whether the Democrats mind the Presi- 
dent or not he ought to call the new Congress 
together and let it attend to matters which 
are of great importance but concerning which 
he said nothing in his message. One of them 
is providing for that deficit which the Presi- 
dent contemplates so serenely. That can pe 
met either by increasing revenue or cutting 
down expenses. The present Congress can or 
will do neither. A Congress controlled by 
Republicans will have intelligence enough to 
do either or both, Let there be a special 
session by all means. 


At last the official vote of every county in 
Tennessee has been declared as certified to by 
the eounty officials and Evans is elected Gov- 
ernor by a plurality of 841, the vote stand- 
ing: Evans (Rep.), 105,167; Turney 
(Dem.). 104,326. Turney was elected in 
1892 by 26,356 plurality. The delay in 
making the official declaration was caused by 
the refusal of the canvassing board to give 
out the figures.

Tun annual report of the Chief of Ordnance 
for the year ending June, 1804, contains a 
few matters of general interest. The ord. 
nance reports, as a rule, are both technical 
and scientific toa degree which is unattract- 
ive to the public, but the current report deals 
with one or two improvements in ordnance 
which mustadd greatly to the national de. 
fense and therefore be of general interest. 
The first of them is the adoption of the mag- 
azine rifle, model 1892, caliber .30, for army 
use.

SOCIALISTS OREATE A STORMY SOENE 
IN THE GERMAN REIOHSTAG. 


They Refuse Fiatly and Persistently te 
Give Cheers for the Emperor, When 

> Asked by Herr Von Levetzow-=—Singer’s 
Speech of Justification Drowned in 
Roaring Protesis=King Leopold Gets a 
Snub, TooePrince of Wales Not Re- 
ceived with Enthusiasm. 


Buntax, Dec. 6.—The first session of the 


Reichstag in the few palace erected for its 
use was marked by a disorderly scene grow- 
ing out of the refusal of Socialist members to 
cheer for the Emperor, The term of office of 
Herr von Levetzow. President of the Reichs- 
tag, expired today. He madea reminiscent 
speech, dwelling upon the work that had been 
performed during his incumbency, and at the 
end of his remarks called for three cheers for 
the Emperor. | 

All the members, with the exception of six 
Socialists, including Singer, Liebknecht, and 
Ulrich, sprang to their feet and cheered 
heartily. Von Levetzow called upon the sit- 
ting members to rise in honor of the Emper- 
or, but they refused to de 80. Their refusal 
led to angry protests from the other members 
and a great uproar followed. The President 
declared the conduct of the Socia lists was not 
in consonance with the traditions of the Ger- 
mans or the usages of the House. 

The Socialists resented the attitude of the 
President, and Liebknecht rose in his seat, 
his manner being quite threatening. Ulrich 


. glso sprang to his feet and amid renewed 


shouts and cries of Shame!“ Shame!“ 
shook his fist at the other members. 

When order was restored the reélection of 
officers of the House was proceeded with. 
When this had been concluded President von 


Levetzow expressed his regret that he was 


unable to punish the disloyal Socialists. 

Singer thereupon arose and attempted to 
justify the attitude of himself and his fellow- 
Socialists. He was repeatedly interrupted 
but was understood to say: 

We will never be compelled to cheer for one 
who recently told the recruits who were taking 
the service oath that should circumstances arise 
they would be ordered, against the will of the 
people, to shoottheir wn brothers, fathers, and 
mothers; for the one who is now iutroducing an 
anti-revolutionary bill, which is directed against 
us. Tocheer him would be irreconcilable with 
our honot and dignity. 

Tho rest of Singer’s words were drowned in 
a storm of vehement protests, which only sub- 
sided when Von Levetzow called the speaker 


to order. 


The House then opened the debate on a 
motion to abandon the pending prosecutions 
of some of the Socialist members. Baron 
von Manteuffel, the Conservative leader, took 
occasion during the debate to inveigh strongly 
against tho conduct of the Socialist members 


Socialists Shout Derisively. 

_ Formerly on such occasions the Socialists 
have withdrawn to the lobbies. It is not 
known whether they were taken by surprise 
today or whether the demonstration was pre- 
meditated, The members of the right shouted 
“Shame!” Put them ont! to which the 
Socialists derisively shouted: ‘‘ Gently ! Gent- 
ly!” The uproar became so deafening that 
the reading of the official documents was in- 
audible, 
the proceedings. . 

The election of secretaries was by voting 
tickets instead of by a show of hands, as is cus- 
tomary, because the Socialists, on the ground 
of their numerical strength, wished to havea

Lowpow, Dec. '7.—The Times’ Berlin corre- 
spondent telegraphs that the uneasiness and 
discontent that is prevailing so largely in Ger- 
many at present, which accounts for much of 
the irritability displayed in the domain of 
foreigp politics, have seldom found such a 
yoneral expression as in the press comments 
pn the epehing of the Reichstag. There is 
scarcely a paper but finds fault either with 
the imperial speech opening the session or 
the details of the inaugural ceremony. The 
correspondent adds that the text of the re- 
pression bills contains the summary of those 
measures published yesterday by the Frank. 
furter Zeitung. The budget, which will 
be presented to the Reichstag Tuesday, de- 
manda 2,500,000 marks ($600,000) to meet 
the expense of attaching agricultural and for- 
estry experts to the embassies at London, 
Washington, St. Petersburg, Paris, and 
Vienna. This is an experimental measure of 
the Prussian Minister of Agriculture, who 
hopes by this means, to be kept continually 
informed as to the progress of husbandry

Sultan Snubbed by the Czar. 

A dispatch to the Standard from Varna 
says that after a long delay the Czar has sent 
acold and formal acknowledgment of the 
Suitan’s effusive message promising to send 
a special mission to congratulate the Em- 
peror on his marriage. This snubbing is as- 
sumed to be intended as a mark of the Czar’s 
displeasure on account of the Sassoun out- 
rage. 

A dispatch to the Daily News from Con- 
stantinople says the reports of the Armenian 
outrages are confirmed from various sources. 
A Lazzarist priest from Van says in an inter- 
view he has not been able to discover the 
cause of the massacres at Sassoun. He be- 
lieved the victims numbered 2,000 and that 
the regular troops were the actual murderers 
and violators. The dispatch adds since 
the Sultan invited President Cleveland 
to send a delegate with the Armenian Com- 
mission, he has requested Gen, Blunt Pasha 
to go to Bitlis on a similar errand. Gen. 
Biunt’s health, however, prevents him from 
accepting the invitation. 

The Advertiser has a dispatch from Con- 
stantinople that owing to President Cleve- 
land declining to send a delegate to inquire 
into the Armenian troubles Turkey has re- 
quested England to nominate a Consul to ac- 
company the Turkish Commission, 

Action in American Cities. 

Bosrox, Mass., Dec. 6.—The Society of the 
Friends of Armenia of this city today began 
to circulate a petition to the President of the 
United States and to the Czar of Russia ask- 
ing them to interfere to prevent the further 
slaughter of Armenians by the Turks and 
secure reparation for the blood already shed. 
The paper will be carried to St. Petersburg 
by special representatives of the society. 

Matpzun, Mass., Dec. 6.—The citizens of 
this city held a mags-meeting this evening to 
provest against the Turkish outrages in 
Arménia. The Grand Army attended in a 
body. Gov. Greenhalge, Julia Ward Howe, 
Wiliam Lioyd Garrison, Miss Alice Stone, 
and prominent Armenian citizens were pres- 
ent. 

Tris, Dec. 6.—An Armenian journal 
states that the Governor of Bitlis recently 
sent a circular letter to the Armenian notables 
commanding them to sign an address to the 
Sultan declaring that the reported Turkish 
excesses in the Sassoun district were un- 
founded. The notables declined, whereupon 
eight of them were thrown into prison. 

Puruapetraa, Pa., Dec. 6.—The Ar- 
menians of this city tonight adopted resolu- 
tions condemning the Turkish Government 
for sanctioning the atrocities of Turks and 
Kurds in their native country. 


FOR THE UNION OF THE CHURCHES. 


Papal Decree Announces the Outcome of 
the Recent Conferences. 

Roms, Dec. 6.—A Papal decree, which is 
the outcome of recent conferences held here 
looking to the reunion of the Roman and the 
Greek Churches, appears today. It provides 
that ecclesiastical colleges founded in the 
East by the Papacy shall be developed in 
favor of the Eastern Church. The rites of 
the latter church shall be maintained intact. 
Any Latin priest trying to proselyte among 
Greek Christians shall be suspended. Roman 
Catholics in places where there are no priests 
of that church may attend the services 
held by priests of the Eastern rite without 
prejudice to their own religion. No more 
Roman Catholic colleges can be established 
in the East without Papal permission. All 
members of the Eastern Church who reside 
outside of the Eastern sees will receive in- 
struction according to the rites of their own 
church, and those who have embraced the 
Roman Catholic faith, in turn, in the Eastern 
rites. Finally the decree announces that the 
Pope, with monetary assistance of Catholics 
of all countries, will found colleges and 
chugches in the East.

FOR A PEACE TREATY. 


OHINA DECIDES TO APPOINT A SPE- 
OIAL AMBASSADOR TO JAPAN, 


Tsung Li Yamen Will Give Him Fall 
Power to Make Terms with the Mikado 
for a Cessation of Hostilities=This Ac- 
tion Planned on the Advice That 
United States Ministers to the Countries 
at War Have Paved the Way for Nego- 
tiations. 

Cuzyoo, Dec. 6.—The Tsung Li Yamen has 
decided to send a special Ambassador to 
Tokio fully authorized to negotiate a treaty 
of peace. This is the result of an intimation 
from United States Minister Denby that he 
and dhe United States Minister to Japan have 
prepared the way for direct communication 
between China and Japan, though the nature 
of the preliminary negotiations are kept 
secret. 

Wasuteror, D. C., Dec. 6.—The Japanese 
Minister, Mr. Kurine, was among Secretary 
Gresham’s callers today. He came in answer 
to a summons from the Secretary, and there 
is reason to believe some news bearing upon 
the peace negotiations has been received. it 
is hot possible to learn the exact nature of the 
visit, but it is believed through the 
efforts of the American Ministers a pre- 
liminary arrangement has been effected 
opening the way to a specific adjustment of 
terms of peace between duly accredited rep- 
resentatives of China and Japan, which will 
include the fixing of the amount of the in- 
demnity and other details that could not 
properly be arranged in the preliminary nego- 
tiations. 

The Senate was in executive session today 
only long enough to permit the reference of 
the new Japanese commercial treaty to the 
Committee on Foreign Retations, which was 
done without reading. It is understood there 
will be no opposition to this treaty by the 
Pacific coast Senators for race reasons, such 
as was made by them to the Chinese treaty. 

Loxpox, Dec. 6.—A Shanghai dispatch to 
the Times says the Japanese version of the 
mission of Mr. Dietring, the envoy who un- 
successfully attempted to treat for peace with 
Japan, is inexact. Mr. Dietring was duly ap- 
pointed as Chinese envoy by an imperial de- 
cree, but the Japanese Ministers refused to 
examine his credentials, Two reasons are 
alleged, by well-informed people, for the ac- 
tion of Japan. The first of thése is that Japan 
had an expedition at Hiroshima ready to sail 
to deal a crushing blow at Chinese integrity, 
and the second that Japan intends to subject 
China to extreme humiliation before parley- 
ing. The dispatch further says the situation 
is becoming grave and that the Japanese ap- 
pear to be implacabie. 

Lyons, Dec. 6-—-The Missions Catholique 
has received a letter from Mgr. Mutel, ad- 
dressed from Seoul, the capital of Corea, 
announcing that all the French missionaries 
in Corea, after great hardships, have suc- 
ceeded in reaching Seoul. All the Christian 
villages in Corea have been pillaged and 
burned and that numbers of native Christians 
have been massacred. : 

Tacoma, Wash., Dec. 6.—[Special.|—The 
seven carloads of pig lead that has been’ de- 
tained here as China-Japanese contraband of 
war is being loaded in the Hongkong and 
Yokohama departments of the Northern Pa- 
cific steamship Victoria, which sails for’ the 
Orient next Tuesday.

HOW EMIN PASHA WAS KILLED, 


An American Brings Details of the Mur- 
der of the Explorer. 

New York Tribune: Recent Belgian papers 
contain long stories regarding the murder of 
Emin Pasha, the facts having been brought 
to Brussels by Lieut. Mohun of the American 
navy, who was sent to the Congo country and 
appointed later a United States Consul there. 
The officer explored the entire Congo basin 
and with Capt. Dhanis, the Belgian, made the 
campaign against the Arabian Manyemas and 
Rumaliza. He brought back the first authen- 
tic news of the tragic end of the explorer. 

Emin, who on his last expedition intended 
to go to the Congo State, had*crossed the up- 
per Congo. He announced his arrivai to 
Kibouge, the Sultan of Kirundu, and asked 
permission to proceed through his territory, 
Kibouge sent a letter to Emin granting his 
request, but at the same time he forwarded a 
second letter to Said, one of his vassals, com- 
manding him to kill the explorer. Four men 
were detailed by Said to carry out the sen- 
tence of death. They hurried to the explorer’s 
camp and found him sitting in his tent. They 
coolly read to him the letter sealing his fate. 
Emin replied that his death would be avenged 
in a terrible way by the whites, and warned 
the men not to kill him. But his threats and 
entreaties fell on deaf ears. 

The four murderers took hold of him, one 

rasping his head, another his arms, a third 

. legs, while the fourth dealt him the death 

ow. 


Emin’s people were scattered about the 
village at the time and knew nothing of the 
murder. The men escaped in consequence, 
but were afterward captured and summoned 
before a court-martial. The American at- 
tended the trial, which ended in the convic- 
tion of thee murderers, who were afterward 
hanged. 

Atter the capture of the Arabian city 
Ryanque, as already published, the- diaries 
and other relics of the dead explorer were 
found, The last note in the diary was on Oct, 
23, 1892, the day of his tragic end. There 
are several es in the book which seem 
to indicate that Emin expected to be killed 
by the Arabians. He had been warned not to 
trust them by many people, but he had paid 
no attention to the warnings and went— per- 
haps willingly and intentionally—to his death.

CIVIL SERVICE FOR MLWAUEBB. 


Legislature to Be Asked to Pass the Neces- 
sary Statute. 

Miuwavuxzg, Wis., Dec. 6,—[Special. ]—The 
Legislative committee of the Common Coun- 
cil will ask the Legislature to passa law tak- 
mg mfnicipal affairs, as far as possible, out 
of politics. The plan which the committee 
proposes is the formation of a commission, 
such as regulates the appointments to the 
police and fire departinents, which will have 
the power to make all appointments under 
such legal restrictions as shall insure 
the exciusion of political influences to 
the fullest possible extent.

SUNSET OLUB DISOUSSES PLANS OF 
OURRENOY REFORM. 


Prof. J. Lawrence Laughlin Reads a Paper 
on the Baltimere Plan- w. H. Harvey 
Discusses the Bankers’ Plan=Gen, Hask- 
ell Touches Up Those Present on Popu- 
list Doctrines and the Bankers Engage 
in a General Debate on the Financial 
System of the Country. 


The fourth meeting of the Sunset club for 
the current year, held last night at the Grand

Cleveland-Carlidle Pian.

In the first 
place it gave to bankers, without considera- 
tion, the right to own the paper money neces- 
sary for the public good. In the second place, 
allowing banks to create and own the paper 
money, the country parted with the power to 
control the volume of the currency. In the 
third place, this plan took away all restraint 
on the bankers, and permitted them to loan 
their depositors’ money at will, and make 
money scarce or ee as they chose. 

Gen. B. P. Haskell said he had hoped the 
recent election had knocked Populist ideas 
entirely out of the minds of the people, Gold 
was a proper standard, simply because it took 
a dollar’s worth of labor to produce a dollar 
in gold, E. G. Keith said he felt keenly the 
prevailing prejudice against bankers, who 
suffered more from the prevailing depreasion 
than any other part of the community. Ap to 
gold, he said it had only one . 
which was to pay the balance between nations, 
and that use did not require much of it. 
Willis J. Abbott replied co Gen. Haskell. He 
did not believe in denouncing views by call- 
ing them Populist doctrines. He believed 
the currency ought to be such that a dollar 
would be worth as much ten years hence as it 


is now. 

John Z. White said President Cieveland for- 
got that the issue of money was no part of 
banking. No one but government had a 
right to issue money, for money was nota 
circulating medium merely but a legal 


tender. 

This closed the general debate, and Mr. 
Harvey and Prof. Laughlin were allowed ten 
minutes each for rejoinders. Mr. Harvey 
simply corroborated the remarks of Mr. 
White. Prof. hiin went into the sta- 
tistics of gold. The Baltimore plan, he said, 
was ba on the alleged scarcity of gold. He 
said the amount of thie metal produced since 
1850 was 50 r cent greater thau the 
amount produced between 1892 and 1850. 
The trouble with statisticians was to discover 
what became of all the gold. He admitted 
that a few men might corner all the gold in 
this country, but he denied that they would 
find it profitable to do so. Some 3 , 
tried once to corner copper, 
was they lost everything they had and had to 
sell all their pictures.

OORONER’S JURY BLAMES JOHN KEM- 
PERMAN FOR GRUER’S DEATH. 


Herman Kemperman and Cornelius Vink 
Held to the Grand Jory as Accessories 
Defense, It Is Understood, Will Try to 
Prove an Alibi for Vink and Clear John 
Kemperman of the Charge—Testimony 
at the Iuquest- Brennan Promises Com- 
plete Police Protection. 

In the Coroner’s inquest in the case of Don- 
ald Gruer, who was shot Monday night by a 
workman from the Marquette Building, and 
who died Wednesday at St. Luke’s Hospital, 
the verdict of the jury yesterday was that 
death was caused by shots fired from a re- 
volver in the hands of John Kemperman and 
recommended that he be held to the grand 
jury and that Herman Kemperman and Cur- 
nelius Vink be held as accessories. 


Deputy Coroner O’Brien was in charge of 


the proceedings. The main hall in the hos- 
pital, where the inquest was held, was crowded 
by 100 representatives of many labog organ 
zations affiliated with the Building Trades 
Council. Tbe Deputy Coroner refused to 
allow testimony which Attorney Hughes, 
representing the defense, wished to introduce. 
He also refused to ask the witnesses who were 
friends and companions of Gruer if they did 
not fullow the accused men for the purpose 
of attacking them. One witness testified that 
he saw John Kemperman do the shooting. 
Another said Vink was the man he saw with 
a revolver in his hand at the moment of the 
shooting. 

The defense has kept its evidence in the 
dark. It was learned yesterday, however. 
that the defense is in a position to prove that 
Vink was three miles from the fatal spot 
when the shooting occurred, and that the man 
who did it was not John Kemperman. The 
defense will admit that the two Kompermans 
were present and also a third man, not yet in 
custody. He will be brought forward in time 
to testify to the facts and to prove an alibi 
for Vink and to clear John Kemperman of 
the charge against nim. The evidence given 
yesterday contradicts all this and is, in itself, 
somewhat conflicting in certain of the im- 
portant details. Efforts will be made today 
to have the accused men released on bail. 


Gruer’s Companion on the Stand.

Attorney Geeting, for the prosecu- 
tion, called S. R. Eisel, who testified he was a 
carpenter and lived on Veinon avenue. He 
witnessed fhe shooting and was a companion 
of Gruer when he was shot, Witness said he 
was under the viaduct, fifty feet from where 
the shooting occurred. There were two men 
with him. Donald Gruer went up the stair- 
way, following after three men. Gruer ca'led 
to the mento stop; he said: Wait a min- 
ute; I want to talk to you.” The men did 
not stop, but when they were half 
way up the stairs one of § them 
turned and fired three shots. The man who 
fired was one of the Kempermans, but the 
witness could not say which. After the shoot- 
ing the men on the stairs ran away and wit- 
ness went to look fora policeman while his 
companions carried Gruer down-stairs. The 
victim afterward was taken to St. Luke’s 
Hospital, where he died, Witness did nut see 
Gruer have a revolver. 

At this point Attorney Hughes asked for per- 
mission to suggesta question to be asked the 
witness by the Coroner. He said the witness had 


testified the day Lefore in Justice Bradweli’s | 
court that he, Gruer, Kiernan, and one other | hel 
man had followed the Kemperman brothers | °° 


from a point near the Marquette Building to 


where the shooting occurred. Mr. Hughes 


wanted the witness to tell the jury about | 


that part of the story. Attorney Geet- 
ing orjected and the Deputy Coroner 
sustained the objection. After some contro- 
versy between the attorneys the witness pro- 
ceeded with his story. He said he couid iden- 
tify the man who did the shooting and one of 


‘the three with him at the time. The prison- 


ers were ordered to stand up and the witness 
picked out the two Kempermans, but said he 
could not identity Vink. He said John Kem- 
perman did the shooting. 


Saw Vink with a Gun. 


Peter Kieran testified that he was a carpen- 
ter and lived at No, 640 West Sixty-third 
street. He was present when Gruer was kiiled. 
Kieran is one of the men who tiave been ar- 
resied for assaulting workmen from the Mar- 
queite Building. There are two tases pending 
in Justice Foster’s court in which he is 
charged with assault. One of the men whom 
he is alleged to have assau:ted is Ed- 
ward Bates, who was struck on the head 
with a heavy stone. The case was to have 
been tried yesterday, but was continued, to 
give the defendant an opportunity to testify 
at the inquest. He said ut first he could 
identify only Vink, but, being called back 
and questioned again, said he was positive all 
three of the prisoners were present at the 
time of the shooting. The first story he told 
was in effect that he was standing within six 
feet of the stairway when the shots were fired. 
He thought the man who fired was about 
four feet from Gruer when he shot bim. He 
didn’t hear any conversation between the men. 
He saw Gruer go up-stairs close after 
the men, saw one of the men whom he recog- 
nized as Vink point a revolver at Gruer. 
Then, he said. he stepped back two steps be- 
hind the stairway, where he could not 
see what happened, but a fewseconds later he 
looked again and saw the three workmen 
going on up the stairs, with Gruer still fullow- 
ing. Just then one of the men turned and 
faced Gruer, and the witness stepped back gut 
of sight again and immediately heard three 
shots. He did not know who fired the shots, 
He said in conclusion that Vink was the man 
he saw With a gun in his hand. He could not 
identify the others. After the jury retired he 
was sent for to testify again, and said he saw 
ail three of the prisoners there. Attorney 
Hughes suggested some questions to bring out 
the iact that the witness and Gruey were in the 
party of four men Who foliowed the prisoners 
to the place where Gruer was shot. The 
Coroner refused to ask the question, and said 
it need not be ariswered. Attorney Hughes 
said he only wished to show the jury that the 
defendants should be ad mitted to bail, and that 
the jurors would be justified in making uch a 
recommendation. Ihe Coroner said that was 
a matter for the State’s-Attorney to decide. 


Gruer Ignorant as to His Siayer. 


The ante-mortem statement of Gruer was 
read to the jury by John D. Lyon, a notary 
public. Gruer deposed that he did not know 
the man who shot him, but that he was one 
of three workmen from the Marquette Build- 
ing whom he, Gruer, and two companions had 
followed from down-town tod where the shoot- 
ing occurred on the stairs to the Twelfth 
street viaduct. He spoke the men, asking 
them to wait a minute, whereupon one of the 
three turned and shot him. 

Officer Bartlett testified to taking Gruer to 
St. Luke’s Hospital. 

Dr. Louis J. Mitchell testified that he had

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OULLOM PROGRAM IS TO HOLD ONE 
AT SPRINGFIELD JAN, 10. 


Friends of Other Candidates Think This Is 
Crowding the Senatorial Issue Rather 
Early—Threats to Take the Senatorship 
Away from Chicage in 1897 if There Is 
Not Mere Decility Now-—Peacemakers 
Have Been at Work Among the County 
Commissioners. | 

If the Cullom people are able to control the 
situation it is their program to hold the cau- 
cus of the Republican members of the Gen- 
eral Assembly to nominate a candidate for 
United States Senator at Springfield Jan. 10. 
This the friends of other candidates th is 
crowding the Senatorial issue pretty early in 
the proceedings, and the idea will 
be met by determined opposition. The 
excuse for this high-handed proceeding, 
as it is called by those interested in 
the success of other candidates, is that Senator 
Cullom’s time is in demand and that his serv- 
ices are needed at Washington. It is under- 
stood Mr. Cullom will come West for the 
holidays, and the argument is advanced by 
his friends that he should not be detained at 
Springfield to the detriment of the inter- 
ests of the State he is representing at Wash- 
ington, It isc.aimed the real reason is to 
secure Mr. Cullom’s nomination as soon as 
possible, as delay is liable to cause complica- 
tions to arise and give Cook County an oppor- 
tunity to exert its influence with 
country members, The move is looked upon 
as one of many shrewd schemes the Cullom 
people are capable of getting up. 

Another scheme the Cullom people are 
working is to prevent a conference of the 
Cook County mem bers-elect and if this can- 
not be done to put it off as long as possibile. 
The idea in this is to prevent all possibility of 
the Cook County members uniting on a Chi- 
cago man. They figure that if they can pre- 
vent a consolidation of the Cook County 
people they will have little trouble in con- 
trolling Cook County. They will not admit 
this, as they give out the statement 
that Mr. Cullom has a sure thing 
on the nominatwen and is not 
worrying himself over the cry of a Cook 
County man. In fact, in order to stampede 
the Cook County delegation they are threaten- 
ing that if the Chicago people do not get into 
Mr. Cullom’s alleged band wagon they will 
throw the Senatorship in 1897 to the country. 
These threats, however, do not seem to be 
creating any uneasiness here and are ridiculed 
by those to whom they are made. 

It is understood arrangements are bemg 
madein the direction of a caucus of the Cook 
County members, notwithstanding there is an 
apparent effort in certain — to assist 
the Cullom people to hold it off. It 
is hinted there is a possibility of the 
friends of the Cook County candidates 
reaching an understanding. There are some 
pretty strong indications of this, and Col. 
Davis’ friends have manifested unusually 
good spirits since the meetmg of the State 
committee the first of the week. The friends 
of ali of the candidates apparently realize that 
the only way to win is to unite upon some 
man, but the representatives of each claim 
their man is the strongest. The plan of Will- 
iam E. Mason’s friends seems to be to con- 
vince the Cook County members that he is the 
man upon whom they should unite, as he has, 
so it is claimed, a greater number of votes in 
the country than any other candidate. The 
Davis people assert boldiy that the 
Colonel cun win the Senatorship without 


trouble if Cook County will give him 


easonable support, and there are evidences 
that their argument is havingits effect on 
some vf the memoers.. Less seems to be 
known as to the moves of the George E. 
Adams people than any of the others. The 
4triends of George S. Willits are not showing 
itheir hand to any considerable extent and the 


‘impression seems to prevail that they are 


holding off, watching developments, will 
come in later with a rush, the idea being that 
it would only be a waste of powder to com- 
mence shooting now. In che meantime Col. 
Davis maintains his headquarters at the 
ir — Pacific Hotel and is not looking for 
callers.

REOOMMENDS THE “HONOR” SYSTEM 


This Will Be the Pian to Avoid “Crib- 
bing ” at North western. 

A meeting of Northwestern University stu- 
dents has been called for today to take final 
action in regard to their fellows who have u 
weakness for eribbing.“ The meeting will 
be held after chapel, in Assembly Hall. 
committee appoin some time since to 
draw up suitable plans to squelch the evil has 
recom mended the adoption of what is known 
as the honor system.“ This includes the 
election of a students’ council composed of 
ten students, four of whom shall be seniors, 
three juniors, two sophomores, and one 
freshman. The honor system deems it 
the duty of every student to report to this 
council any case which comes under his 
notice of fraud in examinations.

GOFF STILL UNCOVERING TAMMANY. 


Digging inte an IAnexhaustible Mine of 
Rascality of All Sorta. 

New York Post, Dec. 5: Mr. Goff resumed 
his labors yesterday as the revealer of Tam- 
many iniquity, and the result of his day’s 
work was a batch of testimony which 
smirched a dozen or more of high Tammany 
worthies. People who were under an im- 
pression that the field bad been pretty well 
exhausted by previous investigations must be 
convinced now that little more than a begin- 
ning has been made. This is really the fact. 
The surface merely has been disturbed, As 
Roscoe Conkling would put it, the shal- 
lows murmur, but deeps are dumb.“ 
We have not got anywhere near the 
deeps, and we are not likely to 
get near them if Tom Platt can have his way. 
The public should not deceive itself on this 
pomt. The whole Platt influence at present 
is exerted to make the committee’s work end 
ae wry when Mr. Goff’s services are 

rought to au end with the year. In police 
circles great cheerfulness prevails because of 
the conviction that Platt will have his way in 
the matter. 

The great value of Mr. Goff’s work at yes- 
terday s session lies in its demonstration that 
the inquiry cannot be stopped on the ground 
that the committee has completed its 
labors. He took up several revious 
lines of testimony and with- 
out difficulty that they had only to 
be pursued to uncover additional rascality. 
Two witnesses testified Nov. 1 that a bribe 
of $500 had been paid to Mr. Andrews, the 
Street-Cleaning Commissioner, in return for 
a license which be had granted while he was 
an Excise Commissioner. A document was 
put in evidence st the same time in which 
Andrews had declared over his initials that 
the license had been given to a manin the 
meat business who wished to conduct the 
place as boarding-house and restaurant, 
and who was personally vouched for 
by Judge Avcdrew White.“ 5 was 
claimed that the plege, which was 
a notoriously bad oné, had chan hahds, 
and that the meat deaier had bought it. Mr. 
Goff put the meat dealer on the stand yester- 
day, and the man swore that he had been a 
dummy in the affair, that he had for seven 
years in succession sworn falseiy to the effect 
that he was the place's proprietor, that he had 
never bought it, that the character of the 
place had not changed, that its keeper had 
paid the license herself, that he had never 
known either Andrews or Judge Andrew 
White,” and that he had played dummy in 
the affair to do a favor to the woman who 
kept the place, because she was a customer 
of his. ; 

After opening the door for the appearance 
of Andy White before the public Mr. Goff 
produced a witness who gave evidence which 
makes it desirable to put Paddy Divver and 
his son, Jimmy Divver, on the stand. This 
withess has just emerged from the Erie 
County penitentiary, to which he was sent for 
false registration in the campaign of 1892. 
He said he was induced to register illegaily 
once by Jimmy Divver, who paid him 50 
cents for so doing, and three times by other 
leaders in Divver’s district, one of whom 
assured him that if he would keep on doing 
this we will make this the banner 
district, and you will not be ‘short’ 
or ‘dty’ while you can register; that 
he refused to identify Jimmy Divver while he 
was on trial for colonization, because he 
thought Jimmy would do something for him.

CHINA'S END IS NEAR. 


DOOM OF THE DYNASTY WHEN JAP- 
ANESE APPEAR BEFORE PEKIN. 


Pekin Is Panic-Stricken and the Emperor 
Is Accusing All of His Ministers of 
Treachery=Li Hung Chang in Great. 
Peril of Forfeiting His Life~China’s 
Squadrons Are Smashed or Demoral- 
ized and the New Army Material Is 
Worthless. 


_ Suanenar, Dec, 4.—[New York Herald 
Cable, ]—Field Marshal Count Oyama has po- 
litely declined to allow the Red Cross steamer 
Toonan to remove wounded Chinese soldiers 
from Port Arthur as being against the rules 
of war. Wounded Chinese, he points out, are 
prisoners of war, to whosp needs the Japanese 
will attend in precisely the same fashion as to 
those of their own wounded soldiers. Dr. 
Hennan, an American, is in medical charge 
of the expedition, and is assisted by several 
American and English doctors of both sexes, 
The Toonan has returned to Taku. Dis. 
banded Chinese soldiers are beginning to 
commit depredations in the suburbs of 
Shanghai. 

Two ships belonging to the British fleet 


have been detached from the squadron at the 


Saddle Islands and have gone to Quelparet 
Island, off the southern extremity of Corea, 
It is not at all improbable that they are look 
ing after the laying of the cable to Port Ham- 
ilton, which the British lifted some years ago 
when they abandoned the port. The United 
States cruiser Baltimore witnessed the fall of 
Port Artbur and the thick of the fight that 


took place. 

It is believed China cannot accept Japan's 
conditions of peace or face the loss of pres- 
tige involved in abandoning Moukden, the 
home of the Manchu race, containing the an- 
cient tombs of the dynasty. | 

Pekin is terror stricken by the news from 
Port Arthur. The Emperor is accusing all 
his Ministers of deception and treachery, 
The storm raging round Li Hung Chang is 
constantly increasing, and he is now fighting, 
not for mere peacock feathers, but for his 
head. Mi. Detring, the Commissioner of 
Customs, whose mission to Japan has proved 
such a fiasco, will return to Tien Tsin today. 
China will probably seize any chance offered 
by Japan’s readiness to discuss terms cf 
peace, in order to prepare for further re- 
sistance to the invader, but the appearance of 
a Japanese army in front of Pekin will sound 
the death knell of the present dynasty. 

The loss of Moukden would bring upon China's 
reigning house a loss of N second cals t 
that involved in the fall of Pekin itself. For 
Moukden is the cradle of the Manchu race and it 
is intimately connected with the most cherished 
associations of the Manchu dynasty. Near it lip 
buried the first Emperors of the imperial line, 
and in the palace, situated in the very heart of 
the city, succeeding Emperors accumula year 
after year a vast hoard of wealth. This treasure 
has, itis said, been all removed so that when 
the Japanese reach the “Fiourishing Capital” 
they will find that little booty is to be had. 
But the moral effect of captu the city 
which, by the way, is strongly walled and forti- 
fied—will be enormous. When it is known that 
the Japanese flag waves over the sacred palace 
inclosure, entrance to which has hitherto been 
forbidden to ail but Manchus, and that the im- 
perial tombs are surrounded by the troops of the 
invader, a blow will have been struck at the 
credit, and, n at the stability of the 
dynasty from which it will find it difficult to re- 
cover. China is boneycom with secret soci- 
eties, whose constant aim is the overthrow of the 
Mirigs, and the discredit attaching to the fall of 
sacred Moukden would strengthen enormously 
their appeal to the revolutionary spirit already 
working so actively in China.] 


CHINA’S POWER FINISHED AT SEA. 


Its Squadrons Are Smashed or Demorai- 
ized«==Worthliess Material for the Army. 
Suanenal, Oct. 22.—[New York Herald 

Correspondence, |—A constant passage of tens 
of thousands of levies from all parts of China 
to the north is going on. It would be a mis- 
nomer to describe these men as soldiers, be- 
cause they are nearly all mere coolies, taken 
straight from their farms and boats to fill up 
the perpetual gaps which the Chinese military 
system allows to be made in the ranks by al- 
lowing thé officials to return and draw sup- 
plies and money for. say, 1,000 men ,where 
there are not actually 100 on the roll. But 
all these little tricks are being found out now, 
when it is too late. A characteristic Chinese 
trick has been adopted to ship these 
braves to the North. They are put on board 
Engiish, German, and Norwegian . steamers 
ana carried up as ordinary passengers; their 
uniforms and arms going up in three other 
Chinese ships that somehow, have been trans- 
ferred to the German flag, and run in the 
name of Krupp’s agents to within the last few 
weeks. The Germans, indeed, are very open 
in the assistance which they give to China in 
the matter of supplying guns and munitions 
of war, and even the State subsidized line of 
the Imperial German mail steamers openly 
carries out cargoes of rifles from Europe for 
the Chinese Government. The Jewish arms 
dealers here are driving a magnificent trade 
in brummagem guns, 

During the week the Japanese Diet has met 
in the temporary Parliament House erected 
at the military headquarters at Hiroshima, 
and there expressed its approval of the course 
adopted by voting the entire sum asked for, 
150,000,000 yen (about 75,000,000 Ameri- 
can dollars), without a single dissentient, for 
the prosecution of the war. 


Southern Fleet Shows White Feather. 


The ee of European and American 
naval officers, and I have it from many per- 
sonally, is that China is absolutely finished as 
tar as the sea is concerned. The ,Nan-yang, 
or Southern squadron, has been repeatedly 
ordered to proceed norta from Shanghai and 
the Yang-tse to reinforce the shattered Pei- 
yang fleet, but so far the Southern ‘officers 
ve succeeded in making excuses for lying 
in shelter here.

Mr. Hoffman has 
left the service and sone home because he 
would not goto sea with the Chinese navy 
again. In the course of his interview he said: 
**] eonsider that, as the war has been con- 
ducted up to the present, China has no 
chance whatever against Japan. Iam speak- 
ing of the struggle atsea,jof course, for I 
know nothing of my own personal knowl- 
e as to how events are shaping themselves 
on land. At sea Japan’s fleet is con- 
eentrated and works together, while 
China’s fleet is scattered up and down the 
coast, at the orders of a dozen different Gov. 
ernors and Viceroys, who may have totally 
different views as to how the operations should 
be carried on. Even with the Pei-yang squad- 
ron, badly shattered as it is, I think if the 
Nan-yang ships were to joia their consorts in 
the north and thetother vessels of the Yang-tse, 
Foo-chow, and Canton flotillas were to tollow 
the same example China at sea would still be 
more than a match for Japan. At present the 
Japanese have command of the whole Gulf of 
Pechili, and if China pursues her present 
policy there is nothing to prevent the enemy

Nr. d' Arsen val Addresses the Paris Acad- 
emy of Sciences on His Discovery.

GARRISON WRITES ON FOOTBALL, 


Radical Trouble with the Game- Low Mor- 
al Tone Generated, 

Boston, Mass., Dec, 3.— Editor New York 
Evening Post. — The physical injuries result- 
ing from football are enough to outlaw the 
game, but, as the Zvening Post has suggested, 
the low moral tone which it fosters is much 
more serious. I marvel that any parent hav- 
ing sons at college can fail to see the injurious 
effect upon them and upon the institution 
which tolerates, or rather encourages, the 
evil, 

A crusade upon the boys who play is mis- 
directed. They are the product ofa brutal 
public sentiment, marking a distinct social 
degeneracy. The whole matter is one of busi- 
ness, not confined to universities, but more 
strikingly illustrated in the preparatory 
schools, 

It is notorious that thé schools excelling in 
athietics, especially football, attract the 
largest number of scholars. Hence an en- 
couragement of the games by the teachers. I 
could cite many instanees. Ouly last week 
one of the masters ofa leading Boston classical 
school rebuked a strong boy for not piayin 
footbali, although he was out of condition an 
had been forbidden by his father to enter the 
game. Lessons are subofdinate to athletics, 
and examinations are made easy for him who 
upholds the prowess of the baseball nine or 
the football team. Last year one of the most 
success{ul, private preparatory schools in this 
city lost the larger part of its advanced class, 
which seceded to a rival school leading in 
athleties. 

To cover the bare mercantile motive under- 
lying this competitive policy the virtues of 
such combative games are lauded and the 
process of *“‘ making a raw boy into a man 
by contests periious to lite and limb extoiled. 
It is fair to say that the instructors who en- 
courage this spirit, either for personal emolu- 
ment or institutional pride, simply respond to 
the social demand. The root is in a depraved 
public sentiment. 

It is unquestioned that the graduates of the 
best athietic preparatory schools attain a great 
social advantage on entering college. They 
are in the push as the phrase is. Excel- 
lence in athletics is the open sesame to the 
Greek letter societies and undergraduate popu- 
larity. The names of the best scholars are un- 
known, but to be a college athlete is to be dis- 
tinguished inside the university and out. So- 
cial honors encompass him and class idolatry 
exalts him. His name continually appears in 
print, and his counterfeit presentment adorns 
the newspaper columns. Seif-consciousness 
is fostered, a false standard of education en- 
couraged, sand.“ or blind indifference to 
bodily suffering, is placed above moral cour- 
age, and the purpose of a true university lost 
sight of in this worship of brawn and muscle. 

The concomitants of an _ intercollegiate 
match are totally at ariance with every idea 
of morality that society professes to admire, 
I sometimes question whether ali the pulpits 
of Massachusetts counterbalance in a year 
the demoralizing influence of a samglie month 
of Harvard College. Rowdyism, drinking, 
and gambling accompany every exhibition 
like that at Springfieid, anc while the usual 
disgraceful demonstrations after each victory 
are not monopolized by students, a lament- 
able number are always involved in the 
orgies. In student estimation, to have a 
jag on, the euphemism for intoxication, is 
simpiy funny, and to bet on the game is a 
gentiemanly proceeding. The money that 
goes in this and similar directions, diverted 
from suffering boarding-house keepers and 
tradesmen, would surprise one not conversant 
with the situation. 

Between colleges there should and could ex- 
ist close friendship and only rivalry in intel- 
lectual work, where the victor would thereby 
gain the admiration of the vanquished. Now 

hatred is engendered as between hostile na- 

tions. I think that in some students’ minds 
it is worse to be an Eli than a thief. This 
breeds a hateful and violent spirit. I wish 
Murphy bad been killed,“ said a Harvard 
man returning from Springfield. ‘“ Not re- 
ally!’ said a gentleman who overheard the 
remark. ‘** Yes, I do,“ was the savage rejoin- 
der. Do you never think you might killa 
man by hitting him as you do!“ was asked of 
a member of the Harvard team. “I put all 
consideration of consequences out of my 
mind, was the reply. My only business is 
to win the game.“ So naturally are gentle 
and ingenuous boys transformed into possibie 
murderers, 

I wish to express again my conviction that 
all this protest against football is useiess un- 
less it strikes at the source of the trouble. 
While fashionable and attractive girls and 
men and women high in the social scale at- 
tend these exhibitions with enthusiasm and 
misguided parents follow their battered sons 
with approval from one field of fighting to 
another, while Presidents and professors join 
the appiauding crowd, you may as well go 
stand upon the beach and bid the main flood 
bate its usual height as to think by a few 
indignant editorials and letters to stop the 
outrage. Gentlemanly football” will be 
promised and good behavior rule for a while, 
but the snake is only ecotched, not killed. 

I had an occasion within recent memory to 
grapple with a deeply rooted and cruei society 
at Harvard. The press joined the crusade, a 
muititude of sympathizers ull over the land 
cheered me with letters, and public sentiment 
forced the overseers to meet and appointa 
perfunctory college official to check the ex- 
cesses of the organization. Contrition was 
professed, amendment promised, and 
newspapers recofded a victory. It was in 
truth a defeat. The same disgraceful acts 
were revived another season, public attention 
was diverted elsewhere, and, with branding 
exchanged for piunging the victims into the 
cold water of Charles River, the Dickey smiles 
triumphant. So it will be with football if the 
symptoms are treated and the cause of the 
disease ignored. Reform it aitogther.”’

DR. HARPER IN FAVOR OF FOOTBALL. 


Is Necessary to College 
Life, 

* Because a thing is abused furnishes no 
sufficient reason why it should be abolished,” 
said Dr. Harper of the University of Chicago 
last night. 

Dr. Harper is thoroughly in favor of the 
gridiron game and spoke in no uncertain 
tunes as to the policy the University of Chi- 
cago should pursue in reference to the mat- 
ter. In an interview he said: : 

Jean at least say three things about foot- 
ball: In the first place, I believe in 
football as a college game most thor- 
oughly. We must never consider the 
question of abolishing it. In the second 
place I disbelieve just as firmly in any and 
every kind of brutality connected with it. 
This brutality is unnecessary and must be 

leated. In the third place the colleges 
must stand for a ciean football régime, clean 
as to professionalism and clean as to brutal- 
ity unfair play. We must make it a game 
that will be respectable. 

The college has got to have games; they 
are as essential to university life as any other 
part of the university, but must be decent 
and respectable in every particular, andif they 
are not that today they must be made so. 
Furthermore, a man who isn’tsquare must be 
immediately dropped from the team and dis- 
missed from the university. The University 
of Chicago will encourage football to the 
fullest extent, especially intet-collegiate foot- 
ball, but only with institutions in which the 
same high ideal is cherished.”’

Stewart Cravens Dies of Injuries Received

Robbery Advanced as Sole Cause of Her 


Marder, to Which Several Persons Are 


Belteved to Be Parties—Mysterious Man 


in the Case=National Live Steck Ex- - 


change on the Tariff and Germany's Pro- 


hibitory Attitude Contest Over Million- 


aire’s Estate Compromised. 

MixxgArolus, Minn., Dec. 6.—[Spécial.]— 
Interesting and sensational developments in 
connection with the Gmg murder mystery are 
promised, which will throw an entirely new 
light on the case and explain many seeming 
impossibilities. Tonight the latest sensation 
was sprang. when young Harry Hayward, 
about whom has centered the deepest sus 


picion ever since the horrible crime 
was discovered, was arrested. For 
two whole days Hayward has been 
under the most scathing fire of 


inquisition at the hands of the city author. 


ties and was given his liberty at the end of 4 
terrible cross-examination. Assistant County“ 
Attorney Hall, however, was not satisfied with 
Hay ward’s explanations, and it was at his in- 
stigation the warrant for the arrest was is- 
sued as a climax to the sensational proceed 
ings of the last three days. The arrest came 
as a complete surprise, no more to Hayward, 
however, than to the city authorities, who 
had released Hayward after the closest exam- 
ination. Hayward was arrested in the office 
of his attorneys, Hale & Montgomery, at 6 
p. m., and inmmediately hurried away to jail. 
A secorid warrant has been issued for A. A. 
Hayward, a brother of Harry Hayward. At 
midnight, on the evidence secured during the 
day, Adry A. Hayward was arrested and 
locked up. He is accused of firing the shot 
which killed Miss Ging. | 


Caused His Brother’s Arrest. 


The developments of the last twenty-four 
hours, while furnishing less rumor than the 
previous days, have been beyond doubt the 
most important in leading to a cléew of any 
since the murder. The most interesting de- 
velopment has been the entrance of A. A. 
Hayward on the scene and the result attend- 
ant upon his action. The latter has been 
closeted all day with the authorities, and it is 
now certain that in the course of his conversa- 
tion he added some important testimony to 
the case. and it is upon his informa- 
tion his brother Harry has been placed in the 
tolls and a warrant issued for himself. What 
he told the officers cannet be learned, but it 
has given them more to work from than they 
have had before at any time. A. A. Hayward 
is a different man from his brother Harry, 
never having associated with him at all, being 
inclined to be steady and honest and in the 
habit of keep excellent’ company, and 
moving in the st society, while, on the 
other hand, Harry is a professional gambler 
and a rounder and identified with anything 
but res able society. 

The theory now is that Harry Hayward in- 
stigated the murder, paying a big reward to the 
perpetrator of the crime to put Miss Ging 
forever out of the way and leave the way 
clear for Hayward to get control of the in- 
surance money. Evidence on hand is suwp- 
posed to prove conclusively that Hayward 
met a certain well-dressed man in a question- 
able resort and then and there the piot to 
murder Kittie Ging was concocted, Hayward 
agreeing to put up the cash for the blood of 
the girl that stood between him and the money 
he sought, 


Hayward's Suffigient Alibi. 


Hayward had no trouble in proving a suffi- 
cient alibi for himself, having been, it is as- 
serted, at the home of a prominent lawyer in 
this city at the exact time of the murder; 
hence all suspicion that he himself com mitted 
the murder is erroneous. That he was inati- 
gator of the crime seems to be the theory 
of the police and the web of convict- 
ing proof seems every day to draw tighter 
around him. It is thought before another 
twenty-four hours pass over his head he will 
be charged directly with being an accompliice 
to the murder of Catherine Ging. The third 
man being shadowed is supposed to be a mar- 
ried man of high standing, and his arrest 
will cause a sensation when his identity 
is divulged. Duringthe day a number of 
little facts have come to light which help the 
case in eliminating theories. There is an air 
of deepest mystery about the police precincts, 
but everything indicates the officers are near 
a solution of the case. The disclosures to be 
made during the next two days will be 
of the sensational order. The theory 
that there was a love quarrel seems to have 
been exploded and the officers are now work- 
ing on theory the girl was killed for her 
money. The remarkable thingabout the case 
thus far is the placidity and unconcern mani 
fested by Hayward under a test that would 
make even an inhocent man quiver. He 
has proved himself to be a clever, 
smooth man and his demeanor has con- 
vinced many he is the perpetrator of a clever 
plot. Che city authorities are very wrathy at 
the action of the County Attorney in having 
Hayward arrested, as they think it was a very 
inexpedient move and may result in consider- 
able embarrassment to the officers’. in

How Adry Is Concerned.

of Adry A. with the alleged conspiracy more

PROTESTS AGAINST THE NEW TARIFF. 


National Live Stock Exchange Will Send 


Memorial to Congress. 

St. Lovis, Mo.. Dec. 6.—The delegates to 
the meeting of the National Live Stock Ex. 
change arrived today prepared for a session 
of hard work. The main purpose of the dele 
gates to this meeting, judging from thei? ex. 
pressions, is to act upon the inhibition against 
American cattle by foreign Epuntries, and es 
pecially Germany. Chicago leads in the 
number present. and every one of her dele. 
gates is aggressive upon the export matter. 

The exchange Executive committee was 
called to order by President W. H. Thomp- 
son of Chicago and the prelimi- 
nary work was soon disposed of. The 
question of the war upon American 
cattle by foreign countries came éarly 
to the front with the introduction of a me 
morial to Congress with relation to the exis 
ing state of affairs. Its reading was met with 
manifest signs of approval by the entire 
gathering, and from outward appearances 
seemed to express the consensus of opinion 
of the delegates, a majority of whom were 
present. 

Presentation of the paper was preceded by 
au explanation of its purposes—vis,: “ Ob. 
dating relief through Congress of the un- 
fortunate embargo placed upon a few Amer- 
ican products, notably live stock, 
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this commerce, is an unquestion- 
able fact the late action of these countries is 
wholly and entirely due to the attitude of our 
tariff measures it relation to the exportation of 
sugars, and it must be conceded our live stock 
and dressed beef interests will contina»s to suffer 
so long as our present tariff law on sugar ro- 
mains in force. The excuse whichis given by 
these foreign countries for their action in ex- 
clud eur animal products is on account of 
Texas fever, but this is understood to be a mere 
subterfuge. From 1890, when this exchange of 
commerce went into effect, up to a recent date, 
those countries had not discovered an unhealthy 
animal among all the cargoes which we have ex- 
ported nor a di piece uf meat. 

The rigid inspection in this country which is 
given to all such products before shipment 
abroad is suflicient guarantee of quality and the 
heaithy condition of all our animais prod- 
ucts, especialiy when coupled with the fact that 
oniy the best grades of cattle and dressed beef 
are exported. As a matter of fact we do not ex- 
port Texas cattle. The motive of this claim of 
the foreign countries mentioned is found in the 
fact of our placing this obnoxious tariff on their 
raw and reflued sugars, should this be re- 
moved or modified at once we know there would 
be no further fault found with ovr cattle and 
hogs. We urge diate action on the part of 
Congress toward the repealing of the duty on 
raw sugar and the modification of that on 
re „thus restoring our pleasant commercial 
relations with these countries, else the forming 
industries of this country will be reatly crip- 
pled and our live stock interests badly injured, 
as our home corsump is not sufficient to ab- 
sorb more than asmal! percentage annually of 
what we raise. Millions of dollars’ worth of cattle 
aud bere and their products have been exported 
annually from this country to Germany other 
countries.tand unless the existing embargo is 
raised promptly from our live cattle, dressed 
beef and hog products the loss of this outlet 
means great and irreparable injury to us. 

The paper, as well as numerous others, was 
referred to the proper com mittee.

TESTIMONY OF JOSEPH HODSON IN 
- MBADOWOROFT TRIAL. 


He Says He Gave the Bankers His Notes 


for Money to Build the Kenwood Hotei 


and Understood That He Was Never to 
Pay Them=<He Was Told There Was 
$100,000 in the Bank for the Purpose 
of Constructing the Hotel=Day’s Pro- 
ceedings, 


It is difficult to say wherein lay the greatest 
interestin the events of the Meadowcroft 
trial yesterday, whether in the strictly legal 
battle that was so unrelentingly waged all day 
or in the reveiations, both direct and indirect, 
of the extraordinary methods pursued by the 
Meadowcroft brothers in their banking busi- 
ness. The legal aspect of the case isthe more 
important, as it is the avowed intention of 
counsel for the defense to carry the case up 
to the Supreme Court, if necessary, for final 
adjudication. : 

The importance of this lies in the fact that 
the statute has not been passed upon, in its 
vital featurea, in this State. The only case 
bearing upon it in any way is that known as 
Murphy vs, P., 19 III. App., 125. in that 
case Judge Baker of the Appellate Court 
ruled upon one point only. The principal 
case which bears upon this one is an Iowa 
case, State vs. Cad well. 70. Iowa, 432 (44 
N. W. Rep. 700), which has been again and 
again cited in the arguments of counsel. A 
Missouri case, Dodge vs. Mastin, 17 Fed. 
Rep., 665, has also been quoted. These three 
cases are the chief sources [rom which 
precedents may be drawn. Mr. Eddy has so 
clearly outiined the intentions of the defense 
that Judge Brentano is compelled to weigh 
his decisions with the greatest care. That 
Mr. Eddy is prepared for an adverse verdict 
was repentedly shown yesterday, and particu. 
larly near the close of the proceedings. The 
vourt had overruled one of Mr. Eddy’s objec. 
tions after a brief argument by Mr. Morri. 
son,

How extensively 
this line of contest is used is shown by the 
fact that Mr. Eudy alone meade ninety-five 
objections and twenty-two motions to strike 
out testimony. To this must be added some 


twenty-five objections by ex-Jud Collins | 
and Mr 2 : 


„House. In the multiplicity ot decis- 
ions the defense hopes to establish sufficient 
errors to reverse the decision if adverse. 

The Illinois case cited decided that insol- 
vency must be proved on the day on which 
the deposit was made, and the defense in 
cross-examination is insistent in compelling 
witnesses to state whether their testimony “is 
of their own personal knowledge on June 3, 
1893,” the day of the failure. The answer is 
uniformly No.“ This is a second depend- 
ence of tne defense. It is not at ail improba- 
bie that before many days the defense will 
make a strenuous attempt to have the case 
dismissed without going to the jury. 


Hodseon’s Testimony Sensational. 


The day was marked by incidents. The 
morning session was notabie for the incessant 
storm of objections raised by Mr. Eddy. In 
the afternoon Mr. Trude was pleasantiy sur- 
prised by two volunteer witnesses—one a poor 
woman with a baby, the other a delightful 
old widow, both- depositors in thedefunct 
bank. Ex-Judge Collins later startled every 
one by an unexpected and dramatic argument. 
Witness Lill got far enough in his revelations, 
before a sustained objection shut him off, 
to show something new in the line 
of banking business on the Meadowcroft sys- 
tem. But all of these sensational incidents 
paled before the closing event of the day, the 
unwilling testimony of Joseph Hudson, who 
swore that he had made worthless notes at the 
suggestion of the Meadowcrofts, which notes 
were used as collateral. 

At the opening Homer B. Galpin, assignee 
of the Plummers’ Woodworking company, 
testified that a note of that company for 
was worthiega. 

Seymour Walton, the expert accountant, 
was recalled to close his cross-examination. 
This was in the line of the previous day’s ex- 
amination, and was intended to show that Mr. 
Walton could not have such knowledge as to 
customs ot banks, particularly June 3, 1893, 
as would qualify him to give proper testimony 
on such points. 

Mr. Raftree then called Frank G. Gardner, 
assignee for the Hercules Iten Works, to 
testity to the actual value of two notes of that 
company signed by its President, John B. 
Skinner. These notes aggregated $2,050. A 
dozen objections did not keep out his testi- 
mony that they were worth not to exceed 8 
per cent of their face value, or $164. 

Mr. Trude called for Alge Bierman to prove 
by him that he had not offered to buy his 
brother’s note. 


Will Bring ia the Whole Bank. 


The next witness was Samuel W. Stone, 
cashier of the Atlas National Bank. *So many 
objections were raised by Mr. Eddy during 
the examination of this witness that Mr. Mor- 
rison gave notice that he would call W. C. D. 
Grannis, President of the bank, a number of 
the bank’s officials, and for ali the books of 
the bank. 

To meet these unceasing technical objec- 
tions we now give notice that we will have the 
officers and books of the bank here even if it 
takes this trial until the fourth of July next,” 
said Mr. Morrison. | 

Mr. Stone testified as to the business rela- 
tions of the two banks. The Atias passed the 
Meadowcroft checks through the Clearing- 
House and had amicable reiations for many 
years. At the close of business June 3, 
1893. the Meadowcroft bank, on open ac- 
count, was overdrawn $8,284. At the same 
time the Meadowcroft Bank uwed the Atlas 
$80,000, secured by collateral amounting, 
face value, to $133,000. Of this all but 
$6,000 was paid and Mr. Stone believed she 
remaining collateral would realize more than 
this. s 
Mr. Morrison tried to show by this witness 
that the Meadowcrofts drew out great sums, 
which were sunk in the Kenwood Hotel 
scheme, one of the speculations which brought 
about the failure. 

After recess Mr. Trude had two witnesses 
who had volunteered during the noon hour. 
The first was a young Irish woman, who held 
a laughing baby in her arme, Mrs. Mary 
O' Halloran. Sbe had been a depositor for 
years and knew Frank J. Meadowcroft. well, 
she said.

Mrs. Ellen Snowhook said that she had 
been in Chicago since June 9. 1843. She 
llved at No. 165 Chicago avenue. She was a 
widow.

lose a little copper pocket piece, which he 
tried hard to do, he woulda not have had his 
eyes blown out. But he couldn't get rid of 
the thing.

It was evidently a dynamite fuse, too, in- 
stead of simple copper, which he thought it 
to be, and as a result of his holding it in the 
flame of a cigar-lighter one of his eyes is out 
and the doctors will more than realize their 
best hopes if they save the other.

Aside from ruining the sight of Harry Me- 
Key's eyes the expiosive broke into smither- 
eens the glass in a lot of show-cases at Bowl. 
er's cigar store and billiard hall, Fifty-fifth 
street and Madison avenue, and badly scared 
every one in the neighborhood. 

Harry McKey is the 17-year-old son of Mrs. 
Henry McKey, No. 5136 Kimbark avenue. 
Last Monday night he went to Bowler’s cigar 
store, and there meta number of other boys 
of about his age. One of the boys who was 
standing near the cigar lighter took a penny 
out of his pocket and held it over the fame. 
Itsoon became hot and burned his fingers, 
and the other boys laughed at what they con- 
sidered a good joke. Some of the others took 
pennies from their pockets and held them in 
the flame, and they all had lots of fun getting 
their fingers burned. Harry McKey didn’t 
have a penny piece, but he did nave this bit 
of copper, which he had been carrying for a 
year or more. So he pulled it out and held 
it in the flame of the cigar lighter. Al- 
instantly there was an  expio- 
sion and a great report. and young 
McKey, was thrown clear across the room. 
Showcases were shattered, windows were 
broken in Bowler’s store, and every one in 
that vicinity came rushmg in, all certain that 
some one had thrown a dynamite bomb.

It was about one-fourth 
ol an inch wide and perhaps a couple of 
inches long. We never suspected it before, 
of course, but now it seems that it must have 
been a dynamite fuse. It is impossible to 
tell now what it was.
